recent development of the Elf in 
Peter Clifford's article (Cycle News, 
July 24), but there is an error ГА like 
to correct. He writes, “the unique fea- 
ture of the Е suspension is that 
the front and rear can be connected. 
This is done via a torsion bar that 
runs across the top of the gear Бох.” 
Last November we showed the 
RADD prototype at the Anaheim 
show. Several perceptive observers, 
familiar with the RADD prototype 
from Cycle News’ August article and 
Motorcyclists’ November issue, no- 
ticed a rod running along the bottom 
of the engine on the right side and, 
looking further, saw that the rod was 
a torsion bar connecting front and 
rear suspension (see photo) so that 
the effect of the bar would be to min- 
итге pitch changes — if the rear sus- 
pension were compressed; the front 
would be compressed by a propor- 
tional (not equal) amount. The sys- 
tem has been tested and contributes 
substantially to pitch stability (pat- 
ents are applied for). The Elf sys- 
tem, through links, acts on a lateral, 
rather than longitudinal torsion bar. 
Otherwise the systems are the same. 
I've admired the. Elf. system since 
its introduction, and am fascinated 
by the hardware that innovative de- 
sign and Elf money have made pos- 











sible. But I'd also like Cycle News 
readers to know that we're working 
with energy and creativity along sim- 
ilar lines here in the U.S. And that the 
result of our efforts will be not only 
racing bikes as in the case of the Elf, 
but the most advanced street bikes in 
the world.

No AMA desert cops 


AMA/ District 37’s BLM Coordi- 
nator Rick Hammel and the Board of 
Directors (Cycle News, August 7) 
have obviously not realized to whom 
and to what interests they are respon- 
sible. The BLM has no authority to 
require District 37 to execute enforce- 
ment of state vehicle code compli- 
ances. District 37 is not a representa- 
tive of any government entity and 
therefore not eligible to “enforce” 
local, state or federal laws. 

First: Compliance with local/state/ 
federal laws are the responsibility of 
each individual rider/ATVer, not 
District 37. 

Second: If the District Board did 
agree to perform the duties of law 
enforcement, and in fact legally exe- 
cuted violations, D-37 and its per- 
sonnel can place themselves square 
in the face of litigation. 

Third: How in Hades does the Dis- 








trict believe they are going to consti- 
tute compliances for vehicle registra- 
tion and licensing along with spark 
arrestor approval? The District offi- 
cers and clubs are not policemen (sav- 
ing the Badgers). 

Fourth: Selective areas requiring 
compliance and enforcement of ap- 
proved spark arrestors (desert, forest, 
etc.) is a judgment decision of the 
proper authorities, and that isn't Dis- 
trict-37. 

Fifth: What in the world makes the 
District think that the BLM will 
uphold any bargain? There's a list a 
mile long of assurances and promises 
the BLM has broken with off-roaders 
and their organizations over the last 
12 years. 

But let's look at the practical side 
of this. I researched grass/forest/brush 
fire statistics before spark arrestors be- 
came mandatory for bikes. I could 
not find a single instance of a ground 
fire caused by a motorcycle in Cali- 
fornia in over 10,000 reports. It’s 
reasonable to accept approved spark 
arrestors in high-danger areas like 
the forest. There hasn’t been a desert 
range fire in the Mojave since the 
1860s. Cattle denuded desert grass 
ranges in the 1800s and sheep con- 
tinue the process (with BLM permits) 
to this day. The requirement for 
motorcycle/ATV spark arrestors in 
the Mojave desert is bureaucratic ha- 
rassment plain and simple. 

I'm proud to say that I, along with 
Buck Smith, pioneered the manda- 
tory silencer rule with District 37's 
Sports Committee 15 years ago along 
with "reasonable" noise level inter- 
pretations. Regretfully, in recent 
years, the District's enforcement of 
this rule has been abandoned. In fact, 
Hammel stood for two days at the last 
desert race and did not once enforce 
compliance to this District rule in 
spite of a number of violators, par- 
ticularly four-stroke megaphones. 
And with this record you're going to 
enforce spark arrestor approvals, noise 
and vehicle registration? Come on. 

The District's compliance enforce- 
ment of vehicle registration (and in- 
dividual licenses?) would prohibit a 
large number of riders from racing. 
Many riders use vehicles which are 
not registered in their name. A sub- 
tantial percentage of machines raced 
in the desert are technically “red” 
sticky bikes which the District would 
have to send home even if they did 
comply with spark arrestor codes. 
Still others (particularly dealer sup- 
port and factory-sponsored riders) 
race machines that are “1681” or “ех- 
perimental” as a matter of record. 
They are destroyed after use or at the 
season's end for legal and tax pur- 
poses. Hence they can never be regis- 
tered. 

The District's responsibilities are 
to the needs and interests of its mem- 
bers and as a competition sanction- 
ing body. District 37 is not and can- 
not be a desert police force for the 
BLM. 

Lastly, it was absolutely idiotic for 
the District Board to make any public 
or private compliance or enforcement 
agreement with off-roading's long 
time adversary, the BLM. Worse, it 
was absurd to make any such agree- 
ment for free. That isn’t how the 
game is played. It would have made 
some sense to at least trade less noise 
for more ground.

Supercross championship on the line: 


Yamaha wants Ward 


disqualified 


LONG BEACH, CA, AUG. 19 


The 1985 AMA/Miller High Life Supercross Series Championship is 
hanging on a protest filed by Yamaha seeking the disqualification of 
new champion Jeff Ward. Kawasaki's Ward beat Yamaha's Broc Glover 
by one point in championship standings by finishing fourth to Glover's 
fifth in the August 17 Rose Bowl Supercross in Pasadena, California. 
But during his heat race, Ward crashed on a jump and rolled down the 
jump — backwards on the course — to restart his bike before continu- 
ing. Yamaha filed a protest seeking Ward's disqualification; Ward was 


docked a lap and fined $500. 


Yamaha has appealed that decision, saying that Ward should be 
disqualified from the event. According to the AMA rule book, any rider 
who rides on the track backwards will be either suspended, disqualified 
from the event and/or fined. In 1981, Mark Barnett was disqualified in 
asupercross in New York; a yearlater Danny Chandler was disqualified 
in a National at Saddleback and Glover was DQed this year at the 500сс 
USGP, all for riding backwards on the course. 

John and Rita Gregory, owners of JT Racing and sponsors of Glover, 
have sent a telex to AMA Director of Competition Wayne Moulton 
asking him to disqualify Ward. According to the Gregorys, “‘It’s incredi- 
ble that Jeff wasn't disqualified for riding backwards on the track. The 
AMA rule book clearly states what action is to be taken, and there have 
been precedents set — if the rule applies to one, it must apply to all.” 

Yamaha's Larry Griffiths said, “А precedent has been set over the 
years, and we have to have consistent judgement.” Apparently the 
referee on the spot has the decision-making power to do as little or as 
much as he decides, and the referee decided at that point to dock Jeff a 
lap for riding backwards on the course in his heat race,'' said Kawasaki 
Public Relations Manager Mel Moore. ‘That meant Jeff had to ride the 
semi to qualify for the race, which he did. We feel the AMA did the right 
thing and we hope they will defend their position.'' If Ward is disquali- 
fied from the event, Glover will be awarded the championship. 


Terry Cunningham (Hus) added ап- 
other win in this year's AMA National 
Championship Enduro Series with 
the victory in the August 18 Jackpine 
National in Moorestown, Michigan. 
Cunningham and Brian Mull (Hus) 
tied at five points apiece at the end of 
the 200-mile event with Cunning- 
ham's tie-breaker check time better 
by five seconds for the decider. John 
Martin (C-A) edged Dave Bertram 
(Hus) for third overall while Alan 
Randt (Hus) rounded out the top 
five. 


Ricky Orlando and Kirk Dimick 
won the 12th Annual MRA Aspen 
Six-Hour road race at Woody Creek 
Raceway in Aspen, Colorado 
August 18, despite crashing their 
Yamaha FZ750 twice. Look for 
complete coverage in an upcom- 
ing issue.

Four years after the regulation 
was proposed, the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) has finally approved the 
use of modulating headlights on 








motorcycles. Modulators vary the 
intensity of a headlight beam 
about four times per second. In a 
1979 study contracted by NHTSA, 
the pulsing headlights were found 
to be one of the most effective 
methods of making motorcycles 
more conspicuous in daytime traf- 
fic. Under the regulation pub- 
lished in the July 22 issue of the 
Federal Register, modulators may 
be used to pulse a headlight's 
upper or lower beam at 200-280 
times per minute. The devices — 
whether offered as an option on 
new motorcycles or as aftermarket 
units — must include а light sensor 
that prohibits their use in dark- 
ness, have a failsafe circuit allow- 
ing the headlamp to be used nor- 
mally if the modulator fails, and be 
labeled to indicate the maximum 
headlight wattage they can accom- 
odate. The rule is effective 30 days 
after its publication. The original 
petition asking NHTSA to permit 
modulating headlights was filed in 
July 1981 by the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company, which wanted to 
offer modulators as an option on 
its motorcycles.

Sunday, September 1. A day of 
interest to all motorcycle rac- 
ing fans — “King” Kenny 
Roberts is coming out of dirt 
track racing retirement as an official 
entry for the Camel Pro Series Spring- 
field Mile. Roberts last raced a mile 
in 1977 and won his last mile in 1975. 

In his long and outstanding career 
on race tracks all over the world from 
1972 to 1983, he proved again and 
again that he could master any track, 
dirt or pavement. If Roberts had a 
weakness it was on the miles where 
he won only three times. Of the five 
types of racing on the Class C National 
circuit each season, his win totals 
were the smallest on the miles. 

But Kenny will be remembered as 
the only rider to ever win a mile on 
both a two- and four-stroke machine. 
He is also remembered as the only 
rider to ever win a mile and then state 
that the motorcycle was dangerous 
and should be banned — which the 
TZ750-based miler was the following 
season. It happened in his final mile 
winat Indianapolis when he powered 
the Yamaha to a come-from-behind 
win over Jay Springsteen and Corky 
Keener. The competition quickly 
jumped on the statement made in the 
winner's circle and used it to ban not 
only two-strokes, but ай engines with 
more than two cylinders, including 
four-strokes. It was a move that, ac- 
cording to some, may have set Camel 
Pro GNC racing back a few years. 

Roberts broke into the National 
ranks in 1972, long after racing had 
ceased at Springfield in 1966. By the 
time racing had resumed at the capi- 
tal city track, Kenny was devoting 
full time to road racing in Europe. 

The Springfield Mile had run 
annually since 1937, and for years 
was the only place a rider could gain 
the number one plate. When the 
weather — before and during — a 
Springfield event is right, there is 
perhaps no better track. 

Roberts has teamed with another 
former mile winner, Mert Lawwill, 
to try a mile comeback after an eight- 
year layoff. Lawwill was an excellent 
miler in his day, winning on two 
occasions and leading Springfield 
once by a wide margin before he ran 
out of gas. Lawwill retired in the 
early '70s and turned to engine build- 
ing where he found short success 
with Garth Brow, who won both San 
Jose Miles in 1978 and returned in '81 
to become the first three-time winner 
there. 

Of late, Wayne Rainey has been the 
Lawwill-Roberts test rider for the 
mile machine that Kenny will ride at 
Springfield. Waiting there on that 
date will be no less than 14 riders that 
have won miles in recent times, in- 
cluding Bubba Shobert, who is on his 

. way to becoming perhaps the greatest 





mile racer of all time. Springfield 
will also host Honda's Ricky Gra- 
ham, who is the only rider since 1937 
to win there four straight times. 
Harley has not won a mile in a year 
and this will be the first time Roberts 
has ever ridden one. The odds are 
great, but then, "King Kenny" has 
beaten the odds before like no other 
rider before him. e.

When Irolled through the gates 
at Ohio's Nelson Ledges Race- 
way two weeks ago, I hadn't 
been at a WERA National 
Endurance Race since winning the 
1984 Championship with Team 
Hammer at Road Atlanta last Novem- 
ber. A lot of things surprised me at 
Nelson Ledges, including how happy 
I felt to see my old endurance racing 
friends and to be part of national-level 
long-distance racing again, even if I 
was only a guest rider. I felt rusty in 
practice, then increasinglyexhilarated 
as the scales of rust began to flake off 
and the lap times started to come 
down despite shortshifting to save 
the engine and taking it easy on the 
brakes to break in the pads. ГІ] never 
know how I would have done in the 
24-Hours of Nelson Ledges because 
the bike broke early on — before it 
was my turn to ride — and the deci- 
sion was made to park it and start 
prepping for the September 7-8 24- 
Hours West at Willow Springs Race- 
way, since each team can only count 
one 24-hour event in their cham- 
pionship points total. 


But what impressed me most about 
Nelson Ledges was rediscovering 
just how much a social function an 
endurance race is, remembering the 
enormous logistical effort needed to 
make an assault on a 24-hour race, 
and again seeing how efficient and 
accurate the scoring is at most 
WERA National Endurance Series 
events. 

Hourly results were posted at Nel- 
son Ledges, about 30 minutes after 
the end of each hour, every hour. At 
the end of the race the final results 
were issued and trophies and purse 
checks were handed to the overall and 
class winners in a winner's circle 
ceremony. 

The Fabulous Speed Boys won the 
24-Hours of Nelson Ledges on their 
Yamaha FZ750 Superbike, and they 
deserved it. Everybody who endur- 
ance races deserves accurate scoring 
and results issued in a timely fashion. 
And anybody who didn't go to Nel- 
son Ledges can see how an endurance 
race should be run at Willow Springs 
on September 7-8. 
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Another organization doing a good 
job is a non-profit club (American 
Federation of Motorcyclists) esta- 
blished in 1954. 

Riders at AFM events held at Wil- 
low Springs face the consistently- 
toughest competition in southern 
California, and scores of AFM riders 
have gone on to fame and fortune in 
National and World Championship 
competition, including Randy 
Mamola, Eddie Lawson, Wes Coo- 
ley, Fred Merkel, Don Greene, Wayne 
Rainey and others. Riders at AFM 
events can win excellent contingency 
money from Yamaha, Honda, Kawa- 
saki, Suzuki and Kerker, and can win 
savings bonds from ND. 

AFM has its act together and is 
worth checking out. e

Thomson tops 
em in Ponca City

Kawasaki rider Lowell Thomson edged 
Kenny Kizzar to capture the overall in the 
Yamaha-sponsored National Motosport 
Association Grand National Champion- 


ships at the Ambucs Motorcy- 
cle Park in Ponca City, Okla- 
homa. For the first time ever, 
there was a tie for the overall 
championship and an Olympic scor- 
ing system was used to award the 
Minicycle Championship to Thom- 
son, who also won the 83cc Stock 
Expert 12-and-Over class. 

Tyson Vohland, riding a 1986 pro- 
duction KX250 Kawasaki, had a very 
busy and productive week, finishing 
with class victories in 125cc Modified 
and 125cc Stock, and 250cc Modified 
Expert classes. Vohland tried to make 
it a sweep with a win in the 250cc 
Stock Expert class but lost to another 
Kawasaki rider, Tommy Watts. 





Honda's Shaun Kalos rode in five 
different classes and went home with 
two class wins. In the 83cc Modified 
Expert class, he went 2-1 for the over- 
all, while a perfect 1-1 tally gave him 
the victory in the 105cc class. 

Over 1400 riders met at the Ambucs 
MX track in Ponca City and were 
greeted with very hot and humid 
weather conditions throughout the 
week. The humidity helped keep the 
track moist and usually dust free, but 
many riders complained the course 
was too fast and smooth, making 
passing very difficult. 

Thomson and Honda rider Scott 
Brown went into the final 83cc Stock 
Expert moto tied with one point 
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Scott Brown didn't have much luck in the 83cc Stock and Modified Expert 
classes, but did win both 125cc Intermediate classes. 





each, while John Kitsch (Kaw) and 
Jason Langford (Kaw) followed with 
two. However, the showdown in the 
final between these riders never mate- 
rialized due to a second-turn pile-up 
that took out Brown, Kalos, Kyle 
Lewis (Hon), Kitsch, Mike Pasca- 
rella (Yam) and Colin Karcher. 
Kitsch had the holeshot, but as he 
came out of the second turn just be- 
fore a jump, he tangled bars with 
another rider. Kitsch’s momentum 
carried him over the jump where he 
fell over and stalled his motor, allow- 
ing Thomson to get by and take the 
lead. 

Once into the lead, Thomson 
pulled away from second-place Kiz- 
zar; Denny Stephenson (Kaw) tried to 
keep Kizzar in sight. From then on, 
positions remained the same with 
Thomson taking the win ahead of 
Kizzar, Stephenson, Jeff Emig (Kaw) 
and Jay Mann (Kaw). 

Thomson and Vince DeVane 
(Yam) had a one-point advantage 
over Kalos going into Sunday’s run- 
off, but Kalos pulled it out, nonethe- 
less. 

At the start it was Kitsch with the 
holeshot followed by Honda pilot 
Rick Simmet (who had three points) 
and Kalos. By the second lap, Kalos 
had snuck by Simmet and was reel- 
ing in Kitsch; a lap later, the lead 
was his. Shortly after, Kalos extended 
his lead to three seconds over Kitsch, 
who was being hounded by Simmet. 
With a lap to go, Simmet made his 
move and slipped by Kitsch. Not far 
behind in fourth was Kizzar. At the 
finish it was Kalos, Simmet, Kitsch 
and Kizzar. “Гуе been getting real 
bad starts," said Kalos, “but I got a 
good one this time. You have to get 
good start because the track is so fast 
and smooth you can't pass out there. 
I've got one point going into the 





105сс race and two in the 125cc Mod- 
ified—I think I can win both.” 

As it turned out, Kalos did nail the 
105сс class win but not in the 1258. 
Kalos led from start to finish on his 
105сс Honda to capture the win. 
Most of the racing took place over the 
second-place position between Kitsch, 
Stephenson, Junior Jackson (Kaw) 
and Thomson. 

While Kitsch was pressuring Ste- 
phenson, Thomson was making his 
presence known by passing Jackson 
and closing in on Kitsch. With 
Thomson on his rear fender, Kitsch 
made his move and passed Stephen- 
son, as did Thomson three laps later. 
After a few more turns, Thomson 
snuck by Kitsch and set after leader 
Kalos, who had about a five-second 
lead. By the end of therace, Thomson 
had cut that margin in half but that 
was it. Third went to Stephenson 
followed by Kitsch and Kizzar. Thom- 
son took second overall. 

The 125cc Stock Pro class featured 
a great three-way battle for the lead 
between Tommy Watts (Kaw), Ty- 
son Vohland and Mark Melton 
(Hon). Suzuki rider Rod Marshall 
took the holeshot and held on to the 
lead fora lap before getting passed by 
Watts. A lap later Marshall crashed 
over a double jump, putting him 
back to mid-pack. For the remainder 
of the race, Watts, Vohland and Mel- 
ton fought tooth-'n'-nail but posi- 
tions never changed. The win went 
to Watts, but Vohland took the over- 
all having the lowest overall points. 
Second overall went to Melton; third 
to Kawasaki rider Richard Halstead. 

In the Modifieds, Vohland led 
from start to finish, but Melton kept 
within three seconds of the leader 
throughout most of the race. How- 
ever, with only two laps remaining, 
Eddie Hicks, aboard a 1986 YZ125

Yamaha, was on the warpath and 
pressuring Melton. A lap before the 
checkers, Hicks made his move and 
darted by Melton to take over second. 
Kawasaki rider Mike Morris spent 
most of the moto in fifth but passed 
Michael Jones near the end to finish 
fourth. Kalos, who took a ninth- 
place start, could only salvage a 
sixth. Vohland took the overall fol- 
lowed by Melton and Hicks. 

Honda rider Don Turpin, Voh- 
land and Watts were the main attrac- 
tion in the 250cc Stock Pro class. 
Turpin jammed to the front of the 
pack closely followed by Vohland 
and Watts. A few turns into the race, 
the three riders were already pulling 
away from the rest of the pack in a 
heated battle, while many riders went 
down in a first-turn pile-up. 

Turpin, Vohland and Watts stayed 
within inches of each other through- 
out the race but nobody could makea 
pass on the fast track. A ways back in 
fourth was Chad Parker followed by 
Bryan Bruner and Robert Naughton. 
At the finish it was Turpin taking the 
win ahead of Vohland, Watts and 
Parker. Vohland took his third over- 
all, while Bruner's fifth place was 
good enough for second overall. 

Going for his fourth win of the 
week, Vohland was pinched off a few 
feet out of the starting gate, and that 
put him near the end of the pack at 
the start of the 250cc Modified Pro 
race. Watts found himself with the 
lead followed by Kurt Henricksen 
(Kaw), Jeff Stanton (Yam), Don Hud- 
son (Kaw) and Carrol Richardson 
(Kaw). 

Watts quickly jumped to a five 
bikelength lead, while Richardson 
started to work his way into third. It 
looked as though Watts would run 





away with the win, but Henricksen 
slowly reeled in Watts (who was rid- 
inga 1986 KX250), while Richardson 
followed about six seconds back. As 
Watts and Henricksen took the white 
flag, only a few inches separated the 
two. Down a fast, long, rolling- 
whoop section of track, Henricksen 
pulled alongside Watts, maybe had a 
wheel-length on him, but found him- 
self going a little too hot into the next 
turn. Henricksen hit a bump, 
swapped and went over the berm, 
giving Watts enough cushion to win 
the moto and take the overall. Hen- 
ricksen finished second ahead of Ri- 
chardson, Doug Fellers (Kaw) and 
Halstead. 

Scott Brown had a one point ad- 
vantage (2-3) over Kyle Lewis going 
into the 125cc Modified Intermediate 
final moto, and when the pack 
rounded the first turn, it was Tommy 
Newman (Kaw) in the lead. Less than 
a lap later, though, Lewis took over 
the top spot, while Dale Storbeck 
(Kaw) and Brown were third and 
fourth. Lewis, who rode with his left 


wrist in a cast, extended his lead 
over Newman before the Kawasaki 
rider fell in a turn, giving Storbeck 
and Brown second and third. Three 
laps from the finish, Brown dove 
inside Storbeck to take over second. 
At the finish it was Lewis way out in 
front followed by Brown and Stor- 
beck. However, Brown edged Lewis 
by one point to take the overall. 
Brown went on to win the 125cc 
Stock Intermediate class as well. 


Later on in the day, while compet- 
ing in the 83cc Modified Expert class, 
Lewis crashed at high-speed over a 
section of whoops and severely broke 
his right leg.

In the 125cc class, it was 
Mike Kiedrowski that took the moto 
win, while Brundage took second, 
but Kiedrowski went into the race 
with nine points against him com- 
pared to Brundage’s one.

did, however, claim second overall.

Button (Hon), who had to work his 
way up after a fifth-place start. 
Honda rider Brett Melton took third 
followed by Ezra Lusk (Kaw), Ron- 
nie Densford (Kaw) and Ben Heibel 
(Hon).

O’Mara’s night, 
Ward’s year

The wait is finally over — Kawasaki’s Jeff 
Ward is the 1985 Supercross Champion. 
“All that hard work has paid off," said Ward 
after clinching his first-ever supercross cham- 


pionship and the first for Kawa- 
saki since Jimmy Weinert did 
itin 1976. Before almost 42,000 
spectators inside Pasadena, Cal- 
ifornia’s Rose Bowl, Ward went 5-2 
for fourth overall, which was just 
enough to claim the championship, 
beating Team Yamaha's Broc Glover 
by one point. However, the fastest 
rider of the night was defending 
supercross champion Johnny O'Mara, 
who went 3-1 to capture his second 
win of the 1985 season, making him 


one of only two riders to win two Qr | 





more races all year. 

Going into the Suzuki-sponsored 
final supercross round of the year, 
Ward and Glover were tied for the 
points lead with 211, while Honda's 
Ron Lechien sat two points back. 
Both Ward and Glover went into the 
race a little worse for wear — Ward 
was nursing a sore shoulder injured 
at the 250cc USGP, while Glover had 
a broken wrist he suffered almost two 
weeks ago while practicing. 

In the 125cc Pro-Am action, Honda 
support rider Larry Brooks claimed 


 hissegond win in a row, and did so 
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Broc Glover leads Johnny O'Mara in the first main. O'Mara finished third 
in the moto, won the second and captured the overall. 





convincingly. By the end of the 20- 
lap final, Brooks held a 15-second 
lead over Yamaha-supported Eddie 
Hicks. ‘I’m really feeling good,” said 
Brooks. “I got a good start which is 
really important on this track, because 
it was a little narrow. Otherwise, I 
really liked the track. I can't wait for 
next week's Nationals in Washougal 
(Washington). 

Qualifiers 

Kawasaki's rider Eddie Warren 
blasted into the front of the pack at 
the start of the first 250cc qualifier. In 
pursuit were Jeff Hicks, Tim Wins- 
low and Jim Holley. During the 
second lap, Hicks bailed hard over a 
double jump, and that put him out 
for the rest of the night. With Hicks 
out, Holley inherited second, while 
Kawasaki's Goat Breker quickly 
worked his way up through the pack 
after a poor start. Soon after passing 
Yamaha rider Winslow, Breker reeled 
in Holley, passed him and started 
pulling away. By this time, Warren's 
lead was too much for Breker to make 
up, so Warren took the win followed 
by Breker, Yamaha-mounted Holley, 
Husqvarna's Andy Stacy and Wins- 
low. 

Honda's David Bailey led the pack 
into the first turn in the second quali- 
fier but slowed just enough for a 
couple of riders to pass him. How- 
ever, Bailey went to the outside, cut 
back in and double-jumped right 
back into the lead. As they completed 
the first lap, it was Bailey, Suzuki's 
George Holland, Yamaha's Keith 
Bowen and Honda rider Jeff Frisz. 

Bowen was on the attack as he 
passed Holland during the second 
lap, then hounding Bailey for the 
lead. The Yamaha rider stuffed Bai- 
ley ina turn and took over the lead. A 
half lap later, though, Bowen got out 
of shape in some whoops and Bailey 
slipped by. During the next lap, 
Bowen slammed into Bailey in a turn, 
forcing Bailey into the haybales; Bow- 
en took the lead. For the next three 
laps, Bailey stayed close to Bowen 
and threatened to pass, but lapped 
riders thwarted Bailey's attempts. T'he 
win went to Bowen followed by Bai- 
ley, Holland, Honda's Mike Fisher, 
Husky's Micky Dymond and Suzuki 
pilot, Brian Myerscpugh, , 
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The third qualifier featured a duel 
between O'Mara and Yamaha’s Rick 
Johnson. O'Mara stole the holeshot 
but was closely followed by Johnson, 
Yamaha support rider Eric Eaton 
and Kawasaki rider Ricky Ryan. 

For the next three laps, Johnson 
heavily pressured O'Mara in every 
turn, then Johnson made his move by 
jumping past the leader, but O'Mara 
dove to the inside in the following 
turn and retook the lead. At the exact 
same spot the following lap, Johnson 
did the same number but made the 
pass stick. After that, Johnson held 
on to take the win. O'Mara settled for 
second followed by Eaton, Suzuki's 
A.J. Whiting and Ryan. “I expected a 
fight," said Johnson afterwards, “but 
I also expected to win.” 

Ward, Glover and Lechien were 
pitted against each other in the fourth 
qualifier, and it was Glover with the 
holeshot just ahead of Suzuki's Erik 
Kehoe, Honda rider Terry Fowler 
and Lechien. During the first lap, 
Fowler crashed over a series of jumps 
and Lechien plowed into Fowler's 
bike and crashed, recovering about 
mid-pack. Glover, meanwhile, en- 
joyed a comfortable lead over Kehoe, 
Alan King and Ward. Trying to make 
up ground after a poor start, Ward 
crashed and dropped to the back of 
the field. While trying to re-enter the 
race, Ward rode backwards on the 
track a few feet and was penalized a 
lap for that illegal move. 

Nearing the end of the race, Lechien 
had found his way into fourth and 
was dogging King for third, while 
Yamaha rider Alley Semar was doing 
the same to Kehoe for second. Both 
pursuers accomplished their goals 
with three laps to go. At the finish it 
was Glover way out in front; then 
came Semar, Kehoe, Lechien and 
King. 

“Му wrist is hurting quite a Би,” 
said Glover, “but I just have to put it 
out of my mind and concentrate on 
other things."

Whiting challenged Ryana 
couple of times for the lead but kept 
making mistakes that let Ryan retain 
his lead. Ryan took the win, followed 
by Whiting, Liles and Stafford. 
Lechien edged Ward to the first 
turn in the second semi but held on to 
the lead for only a lap before getting 
passed on the outside by Ward. In 
third was King followed by Suzuki 
rider Brian Myerscough. While chas- 
ing King, Myerscough missed a shift 
over a triple jump, landed short and 
endoed hard. He landed on his head 
but quickly got to his somewhat-bent 
bike and remounted. Two laps later, 
while trying to stay close to Ward, 
Lechien was thrown off his bike 
while landing off a high-speed dou- 
ble jump. He landed running along- 
side his bike, trying to slow himself 
and his bike down before the next 
turn, which he did — barely. The 
crowd gave him a standing ovation 
for that stunt. Ward won the moto, 
while Lechien took second. Third 
and fourth went to King and Dymond. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

In this race, Winslow, Yamaha 
support rider Mike Beier, Keller and 
Myerscough were involved in a four- 
way scuffle for the last two transfer 
spots. Winslow took the early lead, 
while the rest followed closely. Half- 
way through the race, Beier, who is 
suffering from an injured knee, was 
passed by Keller, then Myerscough a 
lap later. A few seconds separated the 
top three riders with less than a lap 
left, then Myerscough tried to pass 
Keller but failed. Winslow took the 
win, while Keller took second. 


Mains 

The first 10-lap main moto saw 
Bailey grab the holeshot, narrowly 
ahead of Lechien, who crashed over 
the first set of double jumps. This 
gave second to Breker followed by 
Winslow, Keller, Glover, Holley, 
Bowen, Johnson and Ward. 

During the second lap, Bowen tried 
to pass Holley but crashed hard in the 
whoops and was out for the rest of the 
evening. Shortly after that, Winslow 
lost it in the same set of whoops and 
went through the haybales and lost a 
bunch of positions. Things started 
settling down by the third lap with 
Bailey enjoying a comfortable lead 
ahead of Breker, Keller, Glover, 
O'Mara, Holley, Johnson, Ward and 
Holland. The battle for fifth was in- 
tense between O'Mara, Holley, John- 
son and Ward. Johnson soon found a 
way around Holley in a turn, then he 
set after O'Mara, while Ward was 
having a real hard time with Holley. 
As soon as Johnson’ started preësur- 





ing O'Mara, the two began pulling 
away from Holley and Ward. Two 
laps later, Ward stuffed his way by 
Holley and found five seconds sepa- 
rating himself and Johnson. How- 
ever, Ward quickly closed that gap. 

Meanwhile, Bailey held a com- 
manding lead over Breker, who had 
about four seconds on Keller. Glover 
got close to Keller for a while then 
started to drop back a bit while 
O'Mara, Johnson and Ward moved 
up. 

With four laps remaining, O' Mara 

pulled alongside of Glover in the 
whoops and passed him. With Bai- 
ley, Breker, Keller and O'Mara fairly 
spread apart, the battle for fifth was 
still up in the air. Glover held on to 
fifth with his teammate Johnson 
separating him and Ward. It looked 
as though Ward was in a hopeless 
situation having to pass Johnson to 
get at Glover, but with two laps to go, 
Ward surprisingly slipped by John- 
son rather easily. "We were in the 
whoops,” said Johnson, “апа Glover 
had the best line on the inside, so I 
went to the outside so Ward wouldn't 
pass us both. Ward followed Broc's 
line and passed me.” 

Ward went for it on the last lap, but 
Glover slammed the door on Ward a 
couple of times to hold on. Bailey 
easily won the moto, while Breker 
finished second. O'Mara made a last- 
lap pass on Keller to finish third. 
Fifth went to Glover followed by 
Ward and Johnson. 

The second moto, the last moto of 
the year, would decide the champion, 
and all eyes were focused on Ward 
and Glover at the start. Ward got the 
jump, but O'Mara had the better line 
through the first turn and held on to 
the lead. Ward was second, Johnson 
third and Glover fourth. The top 
four riders were within a couple of 
seconds of each other for the first few 
laps, and Johnson wasn't making 
things any easier on Glover, who was 
closely following his teammate. How- 
ever, Johnson went into the whoop 
section and bailed big-time. “Т wasn't 
riding over my head or anything," 
said Johnson, “I just hit a bad hole in 
the whoops, tried to save it but 
crashed" 

By the time Johnson remounted, 
he was way back in the pack and out 
of therace. At this time, the stage was 
set, Glover had to pass Ward for the 
championship; instead, Glover started 
falling off the pace a bit, while Ward 
kept close tabs on O'Mara. About five 
seconds behind Glover followed Brek- 
er, Bailey, Ryan, Keller, Lechien and 
Kehoe. With only a few laps remain- 
ing, Glover noticeably picked up his 
pace and was reeling in Ward. On 
the last lap, only a bikelength sepa- 
rated the two, but a slight bobble by 
Glover was, the clincher for Ward. 
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while Ward and his Mike McAn- 
drews-tuned Kawasaki crossed the 
checkered in second with the cham- 
pionship under his belt. Glover fin- 
ished third ahead of Breker, Bailey, 
Ryan, Lechien, Keller and Kehoe. 
“The first thing I thought of was all 
that work I've done has paid off," 
said Ward. “1 really have to thank 
Jeff Spencer for helping me out all 
year, especially the last few weeks for 
getting me back up to shape after my 
shoulder injury. 

“Т knew that Broc was gaining on 
me there at the end," said Ward, “Би: 
I was really content where I was. I 
wasn't planning on trying to pass 
O'Mara, or anything, I just wanted to 
keep Broc behind me. I had some bad 
starts and some crashes early in the 
evening, but I never lost my momen- 
tum — that was the key.” 

Glover was in decent spirits after 
therace, but his right wrist was band- 
aged and packed with ice. He said it 
was very sore and was giving him 
problems out on the track. Bailey was 
a little bit sore (not physically), too, 
concerning the outcome of the race 
and championship: “If I were Broc, I 
would go over to Ward's pits and give 
him a creme puff right in the face,” 
said Bailey. ''Jeff should've been dis- 
qualified for riding on the course 
backwards in his qualifier instead of 
being put a lap down. It says that 
right in the AMA rulebook — Broc 
was disqualified for riding backwards 
on the track in the (500cc) USGP and 
so was I at a supercross earlier in the 
year. Jeff's been getting away with 
things like that all year long and it 
really pisses me off.” (Ward was later 
fined $500.) 

“Besides all that, I really felt good 
tonight. I got a good start in the first 
moto and just cruised. It was really 
important to get a good start tonight 
because the track is a little tight, but I 
really think it was the best track we've 
raced on ali year long. The second 
moto I forfeited my starting position 
to Lechien and got squeezed out in 
the first turn. If I had a better spot on 
the line, I'm sure I could've won." 


125cc Pro-Am 


Larry Brooks didn't have too much 
trouble taming the first 125cc Pro- 
Am qualifier; by the end of the first 
lap, Brooks had the lead and was pull- 
ing away. Eddie Hicks eventually 

! пібуей' into "second and got tlose'to 





Brooks one time when the Honda 
rider got out of shape in the whoops 
and almost lost it. But Brooks regained 
his composure and took the win 
ahead of Hicks, Drey Dircks (Hon) 
and Kenny Clifton (Suz). 

After a first-turn crash that caused 
a restart, the second qualifier saw Suz 
uki's Bobby Moore with the holeshot 
but was passed a few turns later by 
Kawasaki rider Billy Frank. Moore 
dropped back one more position when 
KTM rider Todd Campbell slipped 
by during the second lap. As the race 
progressed, positions began to spread 
out and Frank eventually finished 
the moto with the win. Second went 
to Campbell, followed by Moore. 

Brooks once again put his Honda 
out in front at the start of the main 
and was followed by Steve Schmitz 
(Hon), Kurt Henricksen (Kaw) and 
Campbell. These positions stayed the 
same until the third lap when Hen- 
ricksen endoed over the triples and 
Campbell crashed into his bike. While 
Henricksen was trying to get off the 
track, he was hit by another rider 
which put him out of the race. Camp- 
bell re-entered the race but out of con- 
tention. 

Schmitz held on to the second spot 
for five laps before letting Kawasaki 
rider Dean Matson by. Then Hicks 
got in on the action and passed 
Schmitz in the whoops and then set 
after Matson. Hicks got close but 
could never make the pass. Brooks 
took the win 15 seconds ahead of 
Matson, Hicks and Frank. e

Speneer is 500ce 
World Champion

ANDERSTORP, SWEDEN, AUG. 11 


Freddie Spencer on his Rothmans Honda 
made history by winning the 500cc Swedish 
Grand Prix at Anderstorp and in doing so 
clinched a unique 500cc and 250cc Cham- 


pionship double. Eddie Law- 
son finished second on the 
Marlboro Yamaha with Honda 
Britain’s Ron Haslam third 


after Wayne Gardner ran out of gas 
with only two miles left to go in a 
seemingly-secure second place.

the rostrum. “1 cannot believe it, my 
dream has come true! It’s not just 
down to me but to all the guys who 
have supported me through the year 
with the 250 and the 500.” 

The race was lost and won in the 
tire choice made after an exploratory 
lap which showed the circuit to be 
cold and damp in a few patches but 
drying. Lawsen opted to go fora soft- 











er rear, fearing that the hard com- 
pound tire would not heat up in the 
cold. Spencer and Erv Kanemoto were 
thinking along opposite lines, look- 
ing at the rays of sunshine trying to 
break through the clouds. They went 
for a harder front, choosing from the 
array of no less than 15 wheels and 
tires standing ready in the pit, apart 
from the two on the bike. “When 
have we used that tire in the cold?" 
asked Spencer. “At LeMans,” came 
Kanemoto's reply. “It’s the one we 
usually use." 

Spencer and Kanemoto between 
them had made the perfect choice and 
from a slightly-cautious first lap 
Spencer was soon passing early leader 
Ron Haslam to take the lead. There is 
a crucial difference between the way 
the tire companies work and while 
Dunlop technicians were advising 
Gardner and Haslam as to the tire 
choice the Michelin men leave it up 
to the teams. Kanemoto and Spencer 
are used to this and have three years' 
experience to draw on. Lawson and 
Kel Carruthers have used Dunlops 
for the last two years and have now 
had.to learn about making choices 
between Michelin tires. In this case it 
lost them any chance of winning the 
race. 

Lawson was through to second 
behind Spencer by lap three. But 
although Lawson seemed to close on 
his arch-rival at first, the Yamaha 
started to slide wildly under accelera- 
tion and Lawson could not accelerate 
fully through the corners. As he eased 
off, he was slowly caught by Gardner, 
who had been eighth on the first lap 
but passed Haslam to take third on 
lap eight. 

Once through into second on lap 
18, Gardner pulled away as Lawson 
had to accept that his Championship 
crown was disappearing. Spencer rode 
a faultless race as Gardner suffered 


the frustration of stopping on the last. -

lapand promoting Frenchman Chris- 
tian Sarron to fourth place, which 
gives him third in the Championship. 
Haslam moved to fourth and Mamo- 
la to fifth, pushing Gardner, who 
was once third, down to sixth. 

Mamola finished fifth. “1 don't 
likethis race track and I was a second 
and a half faster on my old Suzuki 
two years ago. I was just going as fast 
as I wanted to on that motorcycle, I 
am not going to try and ride it over 
the edge. It is just the same machine 
and the same tires as I have had all 
year and Iknow what happens if I try 
and beat the four cylinders. Wayne is 
riding real good at the moment and 
Ron as well but they have different 
tires. I am not saying that the Dun- 
lops are better than the Michelins, I 
don't know. But they are different.” 

Mamola finished ahead of Didier 
de Radigues, who complained that 
his engine was slow. Mike Baldwin 
was seventh after a fine ride on a cir- 
cuit he had not seen before. Having 
clinched the American Champion- 
ship for the fourth consecutive year, 
he is now free to race at Misano and is 
now only four points behind Dutch- 
man Boet van Dulmen, who is 10th 
in the Championship, even though 
Baldwin has missed three rounds 
because of his American commit- 
ments. Rob McElnea crashed the Skoal 
Bandit Suzuki on lap 22 and injured 
his ankle. 

Toni Mang and his Marlboro Hon- 
da made certain of second place in the 
250cc World Championship with a 
determined win over Carlos Lavado 
and Fausto Ricci. The three battled 
tooth-and-nail for most of the race 
after fast-starting Alan Carter on his 
Honda was pushed out of first place 


by Mang on the second lap. 


Lavado made a slower start. But 
before Mang, who had Ricci on his 
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Professor Harry Hurt was awarded a 
two-and-a-half year contract by the 
Department of Transportation, to 
investigate the causes of injury and/ 
or death in 900 motorcycle accidents. 
The study was intended to help de- 
velop helmet safety standards, or to 
determine the need for mandatory 
helmet-use laws. 


Mike Kidd returned to National com- 
petition, having been out of racing 
for a year with a broken leg, and took 
an impressive flag-to-flag win in the 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series Terre Haute 
Half Mile. Following Kidd across the 
line were the factory Harleys of Rex 
Beauchamp and Gary Scott. In the 
Trophy event, Triumph-mounted 
Billy Eves hooked up coming out of 
turn two, taking the win far ahead of 
second-place Eddie Wirth. Dave Al- 
dana took third, and Kenny Roberts 
placed fourth aboard his slow back- 
up bike; Roberts’ fast bike was retired 
with transmission problems during 
practice. 


Pierre Karsmakers took his Honda 
RC400 to the overall victory in the 
500cc National MX at Moto-Masters 
Park in Mexico, New York, and 
Jimmy Weinert’s close second-place 
finish increased his points lead in the 
500cc National MX Championship. 
A big pile-up in turn one of the first 
moto took out a number of riders, 
including Gaylon Mosier, Mike Hart- 
wig and Gary Semics; it took those 
riders nearly a lap to get things run- 
ning again — dropping them out of 
the contest for the overall. In the 
250cc Support class, John Gurga put 
in an outstanding ride on an Ossa to 
take the win ahead of John Joyner. 


Bruce Penhall took a close but deci- 
sive victory over Dubb Ferrell in the 
Handicap main of the weekly speed- 
way race in San Bernardino, Califor- 
Nia, putting an end to Ferrell’s three- 
win string. Following two restarts, 
Sonny Nutter ran away from Jim 
Fishback and Guy Waterson in the 
Scratch main. 


Dave Williams took the holeshot and 
an early lead in the 250cc Pro main at 
Saddleback Park in Irvine, Califor- 
nia; Bill Clements was in second, 
only to fade and be easily passed by a 
hard-charging Bob Hannah. Willi- 
ams took the win, Hannah second, 
and Clements third. Tommy Croft 
easily took both motos and the over- 
all in the 500cc Pros, followed by 
Gary Ogden and Randy Berkeley. 


Point leader Alex Jorgensen held off 
all challengers to capture his third 
Junior/Expert half mile main event 
at the Ascot Park Mid-Summer Silver 
Cup Championship in Gardena, Cal- 
ifornia. Jorgensen, riding a Ron 
Wood Norton, took the lead from 
Mike Myers on the eighth lap of the 
15-lap event and held the lead to the 
checkers. Dan McWhorter held a 
solid third place behind Myers until 
his engine went sour, handing the 
show position to Tom Berry. e

Steve Morehead made a meal of the competi- 
tion in the opening four laps of the $28,000 
Camel Pro Series Hamburg Half Mile and 
then spent the remaining 16 laps digesting 


what was left for his second 
National victory of the season. 
Runner-up Ted Boody gave 
Morehead a bad case of indi- 


gestion on the Erie County Fair- 
grounds oval after he moved into 
second, but that came to an end on 
lap 18. Boody put a hard run on 


two, got closer than he wanted to and 
backed off for a split second rather 
than risk an accident that might have 
taken both down. It was all More- 
head needed to open an eight- to 10- 
bikelength lead. 

Morehead and College Bike Shop 
of Lansing, Michigan-sponsored 
Boody grabbed the same finishing 
positions in the Lima Half Mile 











National. Joining them in winner's 
circle this time was Harley-Davidson’s 
Scott Parker after a strong ride which 
saw him challenge for second at mid- 
race and then have to turn his atten- 
tion to keeping Scott Pearson, Rod- 
ney Farris and Bubba Shobert at bay 
in a battle for third which went right 
to the finish — in the above order. 

"Im hungry," said Morehead after 
his victory. “Before Hamburg I had 
only two finishes in Nationals this 
year and that was my Lima Half Mile 
win and a ninth in the Ascot Half 
Mile. This isn't my usual season.” 

Morehead credited an engine built 
by Tex Peel mated up with his per- 
sonal chassis/suspension combina- 
tion as the winning formula on his 
KK Motorcycle Supply/Laube's Cycle 
City of Findlay, Ohio/Storz/Dragoo 
D's-sponsored mount. 

Shobert, via his sixth place finish, 
enlarged his point standings lead to 
2] points over 13th place finisher 
Doug Chandler, 181 to 160 points. 
Boody, in third at 152 points, has the 
heat on Chandler. Only three points 
separate Pearson, in fourth at 129 
points, from Parker and his 126- 
point tally. 


Time Trials 

Only 45 Experts were on hand so 
all automatically qualified for what 
is supposed to be a 48-rider program. 
Among those absent was 1982 Ham-

burg winner Gary Scott, whg is still 
suffering from lower back pain caused 
by injuries sustained in a crash at the 
Lima National at the end of June. 
Randy Goss elected to miss Hamburg 
to concentrate on giving the still- 
healing bones in his lower left leg an 
additional week off. Jay Spring- 
steen remained at home due to his 
recurring stomach ailment, while 
Sammy Sweet, who sustained a con- 
cussion in a crash last week at the 
Peoria TT, was also home healing. 

Boody, with a 25.899-second, one- 
lap trip around the fairgrounds oval, 
put himself at the top of the list of 
program qualifiers. Chris Carr, on 
the R&B Harley-Davidson XR750, 
sped his way to second-quickest time 
with Parker, Don Howard and his 
Foster's Trucking/Monte's Motor- 
cycles/Howard Body Shop-backed XR 
earning the pole for the fourth heat. 
GF Racing/Gill/Megacycle/Shoei/ 
Knight-sponsored Ronnie Jones 
rounded out the top five qualifiers. 
Heats 

By grid time for the first of four 
heats which would transfer the top 
three finishers directly to the National, 
the track had become a relatively nar- 
row groove allowing calculated pass- 
ing entering turns one and three. 

The track hadn't completely dried 
from preparation prior to the heats as 
heat one leader Boody found out on 
lap two, when he hit a slick spot, shot 
off the groove, and by the time he 
gathered things Gardner/Griswold/ 
Board Racing's Pete Hames was 
second while Doug Chandler and his 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp Racing 
Honda had the lead. Boody pressured 
Chandler to the finish after taking 
two laps to dispose of Hames, but 
couldn't dislodge him from the lead. 

"It's hard to keep your patience out 
there," said Chandler. “You have to 
concentrate very hard on staying on 
the groove and going fast, but not too 
fast.” 

“The Hondas really come off the 
turns strong,” said Hames. “My Har- 
ley and probably every other one here 
can’t really match that strength.” 

Carr’s run out front in heat two 
lasted six laps before he made a slight 
bobble coming off turn four which 
allowed Farris, on the Duvall Racing/ 
BVR/Cycle Experts/Gary Nixon/ 
M.J. Sponseller-sponsored Harley to 
close and pass Carr as they went into 
turn one on lap seven. 

“Chris made a mistake and I took a 
chance that I could make the pass 
work,” said Farris. “There was a lit- 
tle contact in turn one.’ 

Carr took the scenic route up near 
the haybales in turns one and two 
and then got back on the groove 
without losing position. Garth Brow, 
on a Pic Manufacturing/Cummings 
Harley-Davidson/Darryl Watts- 
backed XR, held off Honda’s Shobert 
for third and sent Shobert to the semi. 

“I had a problem with the rear end

of the bike chattering under braking 
and that made it handle bad enough 
that I couldn't really push it," said 
Shobert. 

Parker, on his Bill Werner-tuned 
Harley, led start-to-finish in heat 
three under a good bit of pressure 
from the Bayland Racing/Shoei/ 
SuperTrapp Harley of Jimmy Filice. 
Morehead ran a solid third all the 
way, with Tom Maitland and Fran 
Brown hounding him in the final 
laps. Nobody made any mistakes and 
the positions held. 

“I wanted to win," said Parker, 
“because a front-row start on a groove 
like this is very important. I bobbled 
once just after the halfway flags, but 
luckily, Jimmy and Steve were too 
busy battling each other to take 
advantage of it.” 

Jones, like he was tied to a string, 
rode 10 flawless laps in the fourth 
heat for the victory. Jones’ winning 
time was the quickest of the heats and 
earned him choice of pole position in 
the National. Don Howard, who it 
appears was born with a perpetual 
smile spread across his face, took 
second with a solid ride while defend- 
ing Camel Pro Series Champion Ricky 
Graham, who attacked the Peoria 
'T T course for the win, took the cau- 
tious route to third. 

"] had a no-mistakes ride," said 
Jones. "That's what it will take to 
win the National." 

"Finally, a race where I didn't have 
any mechanical problems," said 
Howard. “Lately everytime I've been 
going good something has gone 
wrong with the bike. Maybe my luck 
is turning around." 

“I played it careful," said Graham. 
"I got off the gas early and onto the 
brakes going into the turns — and I 
probably looked like a rookie out 
there.” 


Semis 

Shobert earned the sole transfer to 
the National from the first semi via a 
green-light-to-checkered-flag ride 
with Terry Poovey no more than six 
bikelengths behind during the final 
six of the 10 laps. Poovey continually 
closed heading into the turns, but 
couldn’t match the drive of Shobert 
and his Honda off the turns with his 
Gardner Racing/Patrick Racing/ 
Shoei Harley. 

Pearson, riding for Babe DeMay as 
he had at Lima, won the second semi 
by leading the full 10 laps. “А change 
of gearing from the heat and a good 
start was the key,” said Circle Bell's 
Pearson. The DeMay mount receives 
backing from Pennzoil and John 
Halloran. 





Last Chance Qualifier 

Maitland led the first two laps of 
the Last Chance Qualifier, but lost 
the lead and the only ticket to the 
National to Poovey in a turn-three 
pass on lap three. From there to the 
finish, Poovey was in command and 
never set a wheel wrong to win over 
Maitland. 


Junior National 

The 12-lap Junior National was a 
Winkie Freitas benefit race despite 
being red-flagged on lap 10 after 
Steve Duff crashed and was shaken 
up. AMA officials decided to call the 
race complete. 

For Freitas, the key was using the 
same frame as he had winning last 
weekend's Peoria TT round. “It 
worked great," said Freitas. “I was 
really comfortable and I felt nobody 
was going to catch me unless I madea 
mistake." 

Rival Brian Atherton, nine points 
behindin the Junior-title chase going 
into the Hamburg round, finished 
fifth after spending the opening laps 
of therace slipping around on a fresh 
rear tire until it got scuffed in. Ather- 
ton suspected he was down on power, 
and his suspicions were confirmed 
when a broken piston ring was 
discovered. 

"It's just going to make winning 
the titlea little harder," said Atherton. 

Freitas put his Shoei/Knight- 
backed, Dave Byrd-tuned Honda in 
front on the start of the final and was 
never headed. Atherton found him- 
self battling with Rusty Rogers, Les 
Washbon and Phil Vigneri for posi- 
tion with all quickly getting by. 
While Freitas set sail, Rogers worked 
on Vigneri and took second for good 
on lap eight with Washbon moving 
around Vigneri one lap later and the 
positions holding to the red flag. 

It was the first time in the winner's 
circle ina Junior National for Rogers 
and Washbon. Rogers thanked Rob 
Crabbe for letting him ride the H-D 
500 Crabbe uses for short tracking as 
well as Virginia's Richmond Cycle 
Center. Richard, Dudley and Hay- 
ward Neace of Neace Brothers in 
Middleport, New York, plus Dale 
Brown ATV were thanked by Wood- 
Rotax rider Washbon. 

National 

"Wecan turn thetitle chase around 
with a good finish," said Chandler's 
tuner Jerry Griffith. We've got a 
front row start and our luck has been 
good because we broke a rocker arm 
in one engine during practice that 
could just as easily have happened in 
the heat race.” Griffith's remark about 
luck would come back to haunt him.

"Racing on a groove like this is 
likerolling dice," said Parker's tuner, 
Bill Werner. “If you're lucky the dice 
will come up your number. If not, 
there are a lot of other combina- 
tions.” Werner lengthened the intake 
manifolds to give Parker more low- 
end power off the turns. 

"Hey, I'm full of hope so let's see 
what happens," said Morehead. 
"Denny Laube, one of my sponsors, 
is giving me a hand and he's going to 
be my good luck charm." ` 

The front row of the 6-6-3 grid saw 
Chandler on the grandstand side with 
Jones choosing to start from the next 
spot, which was right on the groove. 
Farris, Parker, Howard and Carr filled 
the line to the pit side. Boody, Filice, 
Brow, Pearson, Hames and More- 
head filled out row two with Gra- 
ham, Poovey and Shobert looking at 
the 12 riders in front of them from 
row three. 

Carr was away on the turn of the 
green from his spot in the loose stuff 
and came out of the clash in turn one 
with the lead. Boody and Morehead 
were among the bash-fest which sorted 
itself out with nobody going down. 

Carr led Jones, Parker, Farris, More- 
head, Graham, Pearson, Poovey and 
Chandler at the end of lap one. Gra- 
ham's ride ended in turn two of lap 
two with clutch problems. 

Chandler joined Graham on the 
sidelines, but his problem was a 
thrown chain. "I wasn't sure what 
the problem was at first,” said a dis- 
heartened Chandler. “I saw the chain 
was off and that it wasn’t broken. I 
lost two laps putting it back on and 








got back into the race hoping a few 
riders would drop out and I could get 
some points. It’s really a bummer 
because I was in good position before 
the chain came off and when I got 
back in I was running laps as fast or 
faster than Morehead.” 

Meanwhile, Morehead was work- 
ing turn three and four magic and 
passing one rider per lap. In the heat 
of the action, Jones, running second, 
went down in turn four, slid up into 
the haybales and came away with a 
broken finger on his left hand. More- 
head took the lead from Carr on the 
next go- round and never gave it up 
again. 

"I won the regional here last year 
by riding through turn three up in 
the cushion and then bringing the 
bike down to the groove in turn 
four," said Morehead. "It worked, 
but I really didn't know if it would 
until I tried.” 

Boody moved to fifth by lap six 
behind Parker, Farris and Carr. One 
lap later a shuffle took place in the 
positions that put Boody into second 
and dropped Carr back to eighth 
behind Shobert. Carr later claimed 
Farris had banged him off the groove. 
Farris said there was a lot of hard 
racing going on between everybody. 

By the halfway flags, the top eight 
had settled into position with More- 
head feeling heavy breathing by Boody 
and Parker not far behind and on the 
move. Farris, Pearson, Shobert, Filice 
and Carr duked it out with some 
swapping, but were back in line at 
the finish.

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Schwantz and 
Rainey shine in 


Seattle

Yoshimura Suzuki's Kevin Schwantz didn't 
have Honda's Fred Merkel to contend with 
in the Superbike race at Seattle International 
Raceway, but the way the young Texan mas- 


tered the tree-lined track was so 


impressive that it didn't matter 
who was there. 


Schwantz was in a class by 
himself in the AMA points-paying 
race as he cruised to a 12-second win 
over John Bettencourt. The Formula 
Two race was another example of 
superiority as Wayne Rainey avoided 
disaster to beat Don Greene by six 
seconds. 


The hard-braking, twisty track on 
the outskirts of Kent proved to be 
tailor-made for Schwantz and Rai- 
ney. With Merkel still out of action 
from his Laguna Seca crash, 
Schwantz' weekend was made easy 
and the Suzuki pilot took advantage 
of the situation. Rainey's day, how- 
ever, wasn't as smooth as Schwantz', 
but the results turned out to be the 
same. 

The first Superbike heat proved to 
be a preview of coming attractions as 








Schwantz promptly turned his sec- 
ond-row start into a first-turn hole- 
shot. Todd Brubaker put his Starfire 
Racing Honda into second, but he 
couldn't keep pace with the Texan 
and after one lap Schwantz had 
stretched his lead to 3.5 seconds. 
Meanwhile, Brubaker's teammate, 
Randy Renfrow, moved his Honda 
into third place ahead of Bettencourt. 

Bettencourt’s Honda, however, 
sucked some dirt into the carburators 
and on the second lap he was forced 
to pull in. With the limited field, not 
finishing the heat only meant a back- 
of-the-grid starting position for the 
final. Dirt tracker Lance Jones quickly 
filled the void left by Bettencourt's 
retirement and moved his Yamaha 
FZ750 into fourth place. Lap three of 
the five-lap heat saw Renfrow take 
over the number two spot ahead of 
Brubaker, Jones and Washington's 
Dale Slock. 

Schwantz didn't ease up and went 
on to post the fastest heat time of the 
day, beating Renfrow by eight se- 
conds. Brubaker and Jones finished 
third and fourth with Steve Little- 
john moving his Yamaha into fifth 
on the last lap. 

Heat number two pitted the Yama- 
has of Sam McDonald and Dale Quar- 
terly against the Honda of Glenn 
Barry. McDonald quickly asserted 
himself with a flying start and the 
early lead while Barry followed in 
second with Quarterley third. The 
first lap ended in that order with 
Quarterley desperately trying to pass 
Barry on the inside of turn 10. 

On the second lap, McDonald 
turned a one-minute, 31-second lap, 
but that was a full two seconds off the 
pace Schwantz set in the opener. The 
leading trio remained close through- 
out the heat, and the positions re- 
mained the same. Kevin Monahan 
finished fourth with Keith Pinkstaff 
taking fifth. 

Since Schwantz reached one-mi- 
nute, 28-second laps in his heat and 
consistently turned 1:29's, the only 
suspense for the final was who would 
finish second. When the pack rolled 
around at the end of the first lap, it 
seemed that Renfrow was the prime 
candidate for the runner-up slot as he 
followed Schwantz. McDonald was 
sitting in third with Brubaker fourth, 
Barry fifth and a hard-charging Bet- 
tencourt in sixth. 

Schwantz immediately shot to a 
4.17-second lead after only two laps. 
Renfrow continued to look good in 
second place with McDonald still 
holding down third, but the big 
move was coming from Bettencourt 
who snuck by Barry and closed on the 
leaders.

Schwantz continued to amaze up 
front with a one-minute, 28-second 
lap on the fourth circuit and a quick 
eight-second lead over the Renfrow. 
Meanwhile, Renfrow was beginning 
to shake the others and Bettencourt 
nailed down fourth after passing 
Brubaker going into turn one. 

Renfrow came to an abrupt stop 
on the front straightaway with a 
blown motor and Bettencourt seized 
the opportunity to move by McDo- 
nald and into second place going 
into turn one. 

“It started making bodacious 
noises and I didn’t want to destroy 
their engine,” Renfrow said. “I had a 
real lack of practice time and I was 
finding some new lines in the race; I 
don’t think second would have been 
a problem.” 

The problems taking place behind 
were of no consequence to Schwantz 
as he continued his blistering pace 
and at the end of seven laps he led by 
10 seconds. Bettencourt was also on 
the move and immediately put some 
distance between himself and the 
fight for third between McDonald 
and Brubaker. A battle for fifth was 
also shaping up as Barry and Quar- 
terley went at it. The positions re- 
mained unchanged until lap 11 
when both Brubaker and Quarterley 
moved by their rivals. McDonald, 
however, snuck back by Brubaker on 
the next lap and Barry did the same to 
Quarterley. 

The McDonald/Brubaker battle 
brought the pair closer to Betten- 
court and on lap 15, the duo was 
only 1.80 seconds behind. In the late 
laps, Schwantz cooled off, but main- 
tained a 12-second cushion while 
Brubaker moved up to challenge Bet- 
tencourt after disposing of McDo- 
nald. Jones, who was having his best 
tarmac outing, moved up to pass 
Barry on lap 19 anda four-way battle 
between Quarterley, Jones, Barry 
and Kevin Monahan ensued. 

Jones didn’t stop with just Barry 
and on lap 20 he zapped Quarterley 
to move into fifth. The last lap saw 
Schwantz cruise in for the win fol- 
lowed by Bettencourt, Brubaker, 
McDonald, Jones and Quarterley. 

“I just went at it for the first five 
laps," Schwantz said. “1 got the 
eight- or nine-second lead and then 
backed off. It was missing slightly in 
the mid-range towards the end, but it 
was nothing bad.” 

The Formula Two class only drew 
15 entries, but it was quality and not 
quantity that counted here. Rainey, 
Greene, Schlachter, Baldwin and 
crew made up a small but impressive 
grid. When the flag dropped on the 
five-lap heat race, James Stephens 
got the early jump on the field. Rai- 
ney, however, pulled out of Ste- 
phens' Rotax's draft to grab the lead 
going into the first turn at the end of 
the long frontstraight. 

Rainey turned a one-minute, 29- 
second lap to gain an immediate 
three-second lead on the field after 
two laps while Stephens held off a 
Schlachter, Greene and Baldwin 
charge. Baldwin was making up a lot 
of ground through turn four and 
moved by Greene first and then Sch- 
lachter on lap three. 

The order remained the same until 
the last lap of the heat race when 
Greene nipped Schlachter at the flag 
for fourth place. Rainey was unstop- 
pable as he coasted in with a five- 
second cushion over Stephens while 
Baldwin, Greene and Schlachter 
rounded out the top five. 

While Schwantz' lonely ride to 
victory in the Superbike race was 
uneventful, Rainey's Formula Two 
win was full of mystery from start to 
finish. Greene grabbed the lead off 
the start and seemed determined to 
stay there. Stephens held second after

one lap, ahead of Rainey, Schlachter, 
Baldwin and Dale Franklin. 

The first plot change came on the 
start of lap two when Stephens high- 
sided in turn four. Rainey and 
Schlachter were forced to the grass 
and when Stephens jumped to his 
feet, Schlachter couldn't avoid hit- 
ting him. Rainey and Schlachter 
managed to avoid crashing and Ste- 
phens escaped without serious in- 
jury. 

"He (Stephens) highsided in front 
of me and I went into the grass,” 
Rainey said later. ‘‘Luckily I was 
going slow enough that I didn't spin, 
but it gave Donnie a chance to get 
away." 

Schlachter's near-miss was even 
closer. “I was on the outside and 
when he stood up I nailed him,” 
Schlachter said. “Т almost went 
down." 

The trouble in turn four gave 
Greene a break and after two laps he 
led third-place Rainey by 5.5-se- 
conds. “When I turned around and 
saw what was happening, I thought 
I'm gonna win this sucker," Greene 
said afterwards. 

Rainey, however, had other ideas 
as he began to reel in the 1984 For- 
mula Two champion after getting by 
Baldwin. Meanwhile, Schlachter, 
who found himself in fifth place after 
the miscue, moved by Franklin on 
the front straight and set his sights on 
Baldwin. 

Greene continued to lead, but that 
lead was short-lived as Rainey 
showed him a wheel in turn two and 
took the lead a few turns later. Brak- 
ing, it seemed, was the key and Rai- 
ney, with a twin-disc RS500 front end 
on his RS250, was getting the best of 
Greene in every corner. Schlachter 
moved to within striking distance of 
Baldwin as Rainey immediately 
opened a lead over Greene. 

By lap 11, Rainey had a 6.5-second 
cushion, but the hard braking was 
beginning to show on the MacLean 
Honda and he was forced to back off 
the pace. ‘‘The brakes were gone 
from catching him," Rainey said. “1 
had to brake about 100 feet earlier, 
but I had a big lead and started cool- 
ing it. I wasn't riding hard because I 
had ко, conserve the brakes and I'm 





glad I wasn't pressured; I couldn't 
have raced hard if I was.” 

Greene was having his own prob- 
lems with a broken silencer, but his 
lead over the Baldwin-Schlachter 
dice was padded enough for comfort. 
Schlachter, meanwhile, was content 
to sit on Baldwin's rear wheel and his 
patience paid off as he dove under the 
Canadian in the fast last corner to 
take third. Franklin had a lonely ride 
to finish fifth behind Baldwin. e

Walther, 
Pittman, Ginn

Tom Walther used his Cana- 
dian Suzuki GSXR750 to its 
full potential in winning the 
Amateur Superbike and For- 
mula One races during the WMMRA/ 
Strohs Superbike Weekend at Seattle 
International Raceway, while Joe 
Pittman and Eric Ginn also reigned 
supreme in the 750cc Production and 
600cc Cafe classes. 

Still not legal in AMA Pro racing, 
the Suzuki GSXR750 was the hot 
setup for the Superbike race in Seat- 
tle. Walther took the pole position 
for the final by virtue of his Saturday 
win in the four-lap heat race. The

Suzuki-pilot had a brief squabble 
with Pittman's five-valve 750cc Ya- 
maha, but early in the eight-lap final 
Walther's Vancouver Suzuki took the 
lead for good. A bit further behind, 
Ward Rogers came out on top of an 
interesting battle for third place. 
Rogers rode a strong running BMW 
boxer shod with a Michelin High 
Sport in front and the biggest slick he 
could fit onto the rear. Bob Collins 
took fourth overall with a Kawasaki 
and fifth place went to Bruce Behal 
on a Motorcycle Works GPZ550. 

Walther took an early lead in the 
Formula One final on Sunday, but 
was quickly challenged by the 1975 
TZ750 Yamaha of Paul Peiroli. Pei- 
roli had quickly disposed of Joe Da- 
vis' one-liter Renton Suzuki and be- 
gan to press Walther for the lead. 
Walther, however, had a little in 
reserve and won convincingly over 
Peiroli, Davis and the surprising 
BMW of Rogers. 

Pittman won Saturday's qualifier 
in the 750cc Production class over 
Scott Moon and Scott Frericks, but 
on Sunday Frericks came home the 
runner-up behind Pittman. Shawn 
Roberti found a little extra in his 
Honda to hold Moon to fourth place. 

In 600cc Cafe action, Doug Ren- 
frow won by nearly a straightaway in 
Saturday's qualifier over teammate 
Bruce Behal. Third place went to 
Eric Ginn on the 600cc Ducati Pan- 
tah he recently rode to second place 
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in the small-bore Battle of The 
Twins race at Laguna Seca. On Sun- 
day, the Japanese screamers of Ren- 
frow and Behal leapt to the front 
with Moon not far behind in third. 
Ginn got past Sanford Brown's Ya- 
maha, and two laps later managed to 
reel in Moon's Ninja. 

Renfrow said earlier, “It’s running 
great now, like a one litre bike." But 
just when it looked like he was gone 
and Behal was giving up, Renfrow 
retired when a spark plug wire 
grounded out on the gas tank. Ginn 
challenged Behal and passed the Su- 
zuki on lap four down the straight 
while promptly making up ground 
in the chicane. 

“On the white flag lap I felt my 
exhaust pipe break," Ginn said. But 
he managed to nurse it home for the 
victory before he either ran over it, or 
was black-flagged. e

tail, could pull away from the pack, 
Lavado was through into third, leav- 
ing Carter to try and hold off Jean 
Michel Mattioli, Siggi Minich, Nial 
MacKenzie and a whole group of rid- 
ers who grew to 10 fighting with Car- 
ter for that fourth place. 


Mang drew Lavado and Ricci away 
from the others with the Venezuelan 
ex-World Champion passing Mang 
many times on the brakes as he traded 
the lead with him. The German ace 
was having a few problems, “I knew 
Carlos would be safe to race closely 
with and that made it a good race. I 
think the crowd must have enjoyed it. 
My suspension was not working very 
well so I could not be very fast 
through the corners, I had to try and 
get away from Lavado on accelera- 
tion.” 


Though Lavado harried Mang for 
three-quarters of the race, his Silver- 
stone injury began to slow him and 
the new V-twin Yamaha was not 
running as well as it had in practice, 
seeming no match for Mang’s Honda. 
“On top speed I could not even hold 
his slipstream,” said Lavado. 


With seven of the 25 laps still to go, 
Mang started to pull away and by 
that time Ricci had also dropped behind 
Lavado. “I could stay with Carlos 
until we came to pass some slower 
riders and once I had dropped behind 
I realized that it would be very diffi- 
cult to catch up again," said the 
young Italian. 


Carter hung on grimly to fourth, 
fighting back strongly when he was 
briefly passed by Cornu. “It was a 
hard race. They kept coming back at 
me and I just tried harder and harder. 
I knew I had to have a bit of a lead on 
the last lap so that they would not be 
able to out-brake me at the end of the 
straight." Carter succeeded and Cornu 
was left a fine fifth with Pierre Bolle 
stealing sixth from Donny McLeod 
in the last two corners. 

Manfred Herweh had crashed while 
fighting his way through that fourth 
place group as did Jean Louis Guig- 
nabodet. The final points scorers 
were Mattioli, Minich and МасКеп- 
zie with Jean Francois Balde 11th 
after a good ride from a slow start. 

Mang can still finish equal on 
points to Freddie Spencer, who 
watched the race. Spencer clinched 
the title at Silverstone because he has 
more wins than Mang can achieve. 
Even for Mang to match Spencer's 
points tally he will have to win at 
Misano and have Spencer not score. 
Fausto Ricci, on the other hand, is 
equally certain that he can win on his 
home track, where he took his first 
and only GP victory early in '84. 


August Auinger won his third 125cc 
Grand Prix of the season thanks to 
the fact that the works Garelli ridden 
by Fausto Gressini failed coming out 
of the last corner. Championship 
leader Pier Paolo Bianchi took second 
as poor Gressini, who had led for the 
entire distance, pushed into third 
place ahead of Ezio Gianola and Jusi 
Hautanimi. 

Auinger had never intended to take 
any risks winning the race as he sha- 
dowed pole-position man Gressini 
for the entire distance. “If I could 
have talked to him in therace I would 
have said, ‘take your time, I am quite 
happy to finish second.’ I guess it was 
my lucky day,” said Auinger later. 


Bianchi extended his World Cham- 
pionship lead with his lucky second 
after a carefully-judged ride in the 
track conditions which were wet at the 
start of the race with the track drying 
in a cold wind. Bianchi started badly 








but quickly worked his way into 
third place, and though then 12 sec- 
onds behind Auinger and Gressini he 
had halved that difference by the end 
of the 23 laps. 

Egbert Streuer and Bernard 
Schnieders won the Grand Prix and 
their second Sidecar World Cham- 
pionship in confident style, beating 
Werner Schwaerzel and Fritz Buck 
and Steve Webster and Tony Hewitt. 
Rolf Biland and Kurt Waltisperg lost 
the very slim chance they had of win- 
ning the Championship when their 
gearbox failed on lap nine. 

After starting well and moving 
into second place behind Schwaerzel 
on the first lap, Streuer took the lead 
on lap five and was then never headed. 
"I wanted to ride a careful race and 
take things easily until the last few 
laps but the pace was too slow when I 
was behind Werner and I had to go 
past because I thought I might lose 
concentration and make a mistake. 
After that I had no problems and the 
bike ran perfectly. Next year I want to 
make it three in a row.” 

Schwaerzel admitted that he made 
a mistake with the choice of tires. “1 
went for safety and chose a harder 
compound. It did not grip enough 
and when I tried to chase Streuer the 
rear wheel just spun." The German 
ex-World Champion also started to 
come under pressure from Webster 
once Biland had dropped out but the 
British crew also struck trouble. “The 
gear change was no good at all and 
when I tried to hurry, I just missed 
gears." said Webster. e.

The La Carrera cross country road race, last 
held in 1954, has been revived. The race, 
formerly known as the La Carrera Pan 
Americana road race, returns to Baja, Mex- 


ico, October 5. The event will 
start in San Felipe and finish 
in Ensenada, covering approxi- 
mately 145 miles. 


There are 160 entry slots open for 
motorcycles and only single-cylinder, 
four-stroke dual purpose and street 
bikes displacing 608cc or less are elig- 
ible; the class is called Class 608 and 
the following motorcycles are eligible: 


Honda: XL500, XR500, FT500 (Ascot) 
XL600R, XR600R 

Yamaha: XT500, TT500, SR500, 
XT550, XT600, TT600 

Suzuki: SP500, DR500, SP600 
Kawasaki: KL600R 

Husqvarna: 510TX, 510TC, 510TE 
Can-Am: Sonic 500, Sonic 560 


All bikes must use their original 
chassis and engines, and the min- 
imum weight allowed is 265 pounds 
with oil and gas. No fairings or aero- 
dynamic devices are allowed. 

Here are some of the rules and reg- 
ulations concerning motorcycle mod- 
ifications. 

Engine: Cylinder must be stock, 
but can be bored out to reach maxi- 
mum legal displacement (608cc); the 
cylinder head also must be stock but 
can be ported and milled; the crank- 
shaft may be balanced and polished, 
but no strokers are allowed; camshafts 
can be changed along with valves, 
valve springs, piston, intake mani- 
folds, exhaust systems and ignition 
systems; carburetors may be stock or 
use a single 40mm carburetor and the 
air filter may be removed and a velo- 
city stack used. 


Gearbox: Interchangeability be- 
tween models is permitted; different 
gears can be used, and final drive 
sprockets can be changed. 





Suspension: Shocks and forks can 
be modified or replaced. 

Wheels and tires: Wheels must be 
17 or 18 inches on the rear and 18 or 
19 inches on the front; any street-legal, 
DOT-approved tires are permitted. 

Brakes: Stock rear system and any 
single disc-brake up front. 

General: An oil-cooler may be used; 
gas tank, seat and handlebars can be 
changed; pump or aviation gas can 
be used, while the headlamp, tail- 
light and turn signals must be re- 
moved. The motorcycles will start in 
pairs at 30-second intervals at 7:00 
a.m. and ending at 7:40, while the 
cars will start at 8:00 a.m. The course 
is fully paved and will be closed off to 
normal traffic (starting at 5:00 a.m.) 
during the race but will be open for 
touring practice prior to the race. 

It will be the competitors' respon- 
sibility to bring their own gas and set 
up pit stops. 

Organizers suggest that riders bring 
motorhomes, campers or tents to San 
Felipe at the starting line, and have 
them moved to the finish line in 
Ensenada if hotel reservations haven't 
been made. 

At the end of therace there will bea 
party in Ensenada lasting all night 
with live Mariachi and Rock ‘n’ Roll 
bands. The results will be announced 
noon Sunday, and tech inspectors 
will then check the winning vehicles. 
Awards will be given to the winners 
that day. 

Entry fee is $300 including regis- 
tration, competition license and 
10,000,000 peso Mexican general lia- 
bility insurance. To register contact

Yamaha’s new 
250cc V-twin

Carlos Lavado rode the new 250cc V-twin 
Yamaha for the first time at the Silverstone 
British Grand Prix and he was immediately 
fastest qualifier in the first timed session. 


'Two bikes were flown in from 
Japan in an attempt to salvage 
something from the 1985 250cc 
Championship which has been 
dominated by Freddie Spencer on the 
Rothmans Honda. 

Like his arch-rival's machine, 
Lavado's new bike is half the success- 
ful 500cc V-four. It is different from 
the Honda V-twin in that it has two 
cranks (as does the 500cc Yamaha) 
and the carburetors are mounted in 
the 90? V between the cylinders. But 
like the Honda it breathes by direct, 
reed-valve induction into the crank- 
cases. 

The engine is mounted in a twin- 
spar aluminium frame very similar 
to those raced by Wimmer and Lavado 
(fitted with parallel twin engines) 
since Assen. The rear subframe is dif- 
ferent, though, and the engine 
mounting system is also revised, both 
being fabricated from sheet alumi- 
nium. The single rear Ohlins shock 
is mounted almost vertically, offset to 
the right of center to allow room 
from the rearward-pointing exhaust 
pipe coming from the upper cylinder. 

The cylinders are very similar to 
those used on the V-four and have the 





system. Yamaha, though, has retained 
their guillotine exhaust valves that 
ran into the exhaust tract atan angle 
of about 45° to the cylinder bore. This 
same guillotine opens and closes the 
tract to the power chamber. It proba- 
bly works via a transfer port machined 
out of the guillotine so that when the 
slider is down in the exhaust tract 
and it is lowering the port height for 
better power at low revs then the pas- 
sage to the power chamber is open. 
As the revs increase and the guillo- 
tine is withdrawn the port height is 
raised and the transfer port disap- 
pears. With the power chamber closed, 
the exhaust pipe works as a normal 
low-volume, high-revving pipe. 

The cylinder heads have power 
chambers of about 200cc cast into the 
heads and a rubber o-ring fits in a 
channel in the cylinder head around 
the top of the guillotine box to seal 
the chamber. There are only small 
holes leading from the guillotine box 
to this chamber and in fact the engines 
can be used without employing the 
power chamber at all, merely relying 
on the guillotine to provide some 
flexibility. 

The engine cases are cast in mag- 
nesium and on the left end of the 
lower crank is the ignition system. 
On the left end of the upper crank is 
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the water pump; the primary drive is 
taken off the right side of the engine. 
On the 500, the two cranks are geared 
together on the right hand side with 
large diameter gears, and the clutch is 
_ driven off a smaller-diameter gear on 
the lower crank. It makes sense for 
the 250 to be the same but the clutch 
actuation is different on the 250. The 
500 pushrod comes from within the 
engine but the 250 has its mechanism 
outboard of the clutch basket. The 
mechanism is machined from solid, 
making it look more likea prototype. 

This V-twin had been ready for 
months in Japan, but Yamaha wanted 
to avoid turning the 250cc class into a 
race between a few works bikes with 
everyone else left behind. Their pol- 
icy of providing riders like Wimmer 
and Lavado with versions of their 
production racers has ensured close 
racing in the past but Honda has 
forced Yamaha's hand with Spencer's 
domination of the class aboard a fac- 
tory special. 

Although Yamaha has started a 
production run of Lawson replica 
5005, it seems very unlikely that they 
can do the same with this 250 at a 
price many riders could afford. Next 
year's production bikes will still be 
updated versions of the reed-valve, 
parallel-twin engine sold this year 
even if it is mounted in the alumi- 
nium frame which is similar to the 
V-twin. 

The V-twin is not the only 250cc 
engine that Yamaha has, though, 
because they have also developed a 
parallel-twin taken from the top half 
of the V-four. This has only a single 
crank and both pipes face rearwards. 
The two carbs are mounted on the 
front of the engine just as they are on 
the four and the V-twin. The engine 
is tipped further forward to put the 
weight of the upper cylinders lower, 
but engine vibration and weight dis- 
tribution is still a problem with this 
engine, even though the engine can 
be placed further forward as there are 
no lower cylinders. 








Swing with Skoal 

Although Yamaha stole the lime- 
light at Silverstone during practice, 
the British Skoal Bandit Suzuki team 
continued their steady development 
with a honeycomb-composite rear 
swingarm. The frame is made from 
carbon fiber but the first prototype 
swing arm is in aluminium with a 
slab for each arm. In the arms the 
honeycomb holes run across in the 
same direction as the wheel spindle. 
Where the two arms, the swingarm 
spindle and lower suspension mount- 
ing are boxed together the honey- 
comb is vertical. A magnesium top 
hat bonded into the honeycomb takes 
the suspension point loadings. 

The swingarm is certainly stiff. 
The British team has previously used 
strengthened versions of the Suzuki 
box-section swing arms which they 
modified to make them 116% stronger 
than when they left Japan. The latest 
offering is 25% better again and 
though it is a fraction heavier, a 
carbon-fiber version which will fol- 
low will be just as strong yet lighter. 
Honda Turbo 

Honda is certainly developing a 
250cc Turbo four-stroke for Spencer 
to ride in the 500cc class next season. 
That much was confirmed by Yoichi 
Oguma, a director of HRC, at Silver- 
stone. He pointed out though that it 
was very difficult to match the power 
of the top Grand Prix two-strokes and 
although his team was striving to 
achieve that under the leadership of 
engineer Kanasawa, the machine 
would not be raced until success 
could be guaranteed. The lesson of 
the NR500 four-stroke has not been 
forgotten by Honda. 

With the idea of racing the turbo in 
mind, Oguma stated that Honda cer- 
tainly did not want Spencer to con- 
test the 250cc class again. If he con- 
centrated on the 500cc class there 
would be more versions of his special 
250cc made. This year only three 
were built. But for 1986, machines 
would be offered to Toni Mang, 
Fausto Ricci, Alan Carter and Domi- 
nique Sarron. 

Neither that special 250cc nor the 
500cc V-four will be offered for sale 
next season and the for-sale bikes will 
continue to be the three-cylinder 500cc 
(a developed version from this year's 
bike with triple ATAC) and an up- 
rated 250cc, (still based on the road 
bike). 

The four-cylinder Hondas raced by 
Wayne Gardner and Randy Mamola 
at Silverstone were almost certain to 
go back to Japan after the event as 
they were needed by Honda test riders 
Knoshita and Abe for Japanese Cham- 
pionship races. 

Italians absent 

Italian 250сс teams Garelli, Ma- 
lanca and Aprilia were all missing 
from Silverstone. Guy Bertin and 
Loris Reggiani were both still injured 
and Garelli has decided that the 
machine must be modified to make it 
more competitive. According to rider 
Maurizio Vitali, one of the main 
problems is that the frame is too low 
and his knees always scrape the 
ground. A modified version should 
be raced at Misano prior to a full 
program next year. 

Practice crashes 

Strong blustery winds and sharp 
rain showers took their toll during 
practice at Silverstone and the fallers 
included Freddie Spencer (250), Rob 
McElnea, Paul Lewis, Donnie Mc- 
Leod, Bruno Kneubuhler, and Carlos 
Lavado, who crashed the new Yamaha 
V-twin and damaged his hand and 
foot. The other riders were not hurt 
except McLeod, whose hand was too 
swollen for him to ride the Armstrong. 
No Elf 

The Elf 2 500cc GP racer was not in 








action at Silverstone because more 
work is being done after its debut at 
LeMans. '"There are some modifica- 
tion being done to the fuel system 
and front suspension. It may be ready 
for Sweden but more likely it will be 
raced at Misano,” said Serge Rosset, 
team manager for the Elf squad. 

Christian LeLiard, who would have 
raced the Elf, swapped back to his old 
mount, the RS500 Honda alongside 
Didier de Radigues and there was no 
bike for third man Pierre Etienne 
Samin. 


Kenny to ride Cagiva 

Kenny Roberts agreed to a one-day 
test session on the 500cc Cagiva at 
Misano on Monday, August 19. He 
will be paid $25,000 for the session 
and there seems very little chance of 
him racing the machine that has not 
had any success in the hands of 
Marco Lucchinelli since its debut in 
the Yugoslav GP. 


Double your money 

There is a serious proposal now 
being organized by the top Grand 
Prix works riders to demand a doubled 
prize fund at next year's Grands Prix. 
According to riders respresentative 
Mike Trimby, the money will not go 
to the top works men, and instead of 
doubling the existing prize scale, the 
extra money will be directed more 
towards the privateers. 

The fear is that the 500cc class is 
dying because of the cost of the com- 
petitive production racers is more 
than most up-and-coming riders can 
cope with. The works riders do not 
need more prize money because they 
can demand more money from spon- 
sors, etc., and they have been asked to 
get agreement from their respective 
factories to hold out for more money 
so that they will not be forced by con- 
tracts to race for the existing prize 
scales. 

If those agreements from the factor- 
ies are forthcoming, and represent- 
atives were at the meeting in the 
Anderstorp paddock, then the riders 
will all sign a legal agreement to hold 
out for the double-money demand 
that covers both the 250cc, the 500cc 
and any other classes run at the 
meeting. 

'The number of classes is also a 
major point because a second demand 
from the same meeting is to change 
the minimum number of classes run 
ata GP from four to two. That would 
make it very tempting for the organ- 
izers, who are short of money, to cut 
out all the other classes so that the 
double bill for the 250cc and 500cc 
can be met. 

If the legally-binding contract is 
completed, then the South African 
Grand Prix at Kyalami will be the 
first to be affected and as most of the 
teams are not keen to make the expen- 
sive trip, the majority will be keen to 
hold out against going and prove 
their determination to the rest of the 
GP organizers. 


Lawson to race 250cc V-twin 

Eddie Lawson has been offered 
$30,000 to race the 250cc V-twin 
Yamaha at a Spanish International 
on November 3. He now has to clear 
it with the factory but there is little 
chance of him racing it in GPs next 
season. “I think I would find it bor- 
ing compared with racing the 500cc,” 
said Lawson. 

Freddie Spencer was offered a sim- 
ilar sum to ride his championship- 
winning Honda 250cc but the ma- 
chine will be back in Japan by that 
time, so that seems very unlikely. 
Daytona no GP bikes 

Despite the fact that a recent AMA 
advisory committee meeting tabled 
proposals to make Superbikes Amer- 
ica’s premier road racing class for 
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which the Number One plate would 
be given, Daytona insists on plowing 
their virtual lone furrow in promot- 
ing Superbikes above Formula One. 
They have decided to run no Е-1 race 
at Daytona next March so that there 
will be no event for GP 500s. 


Suzuki two new engines 

Suzuki has committed to building 
two new engines for the 1986 season. 
One, a revised and more-powerful 
version of the long-running square- 
four, has already been extensively 
tested in Japan and the factory was 
on the point of entering it in a race 
there when they decided against it. 
This engine will obviously be ready 
for use by the British Skoal Bandit 
Suzuki team and the Italian HB Gal- 
ina team very shortly. 

A second, completely-new engine 
has been designed and prototype work 
has begun but that will not be ready 
to be raced in the first GP of next 
season. The layout of this engine is 
secret but it is not another disc-valve 
square-four. This leaves both Suzuki 
teams with the prospect of running 
two bikes next year and the British 
squad will soon start work on the 
carbon-fiber frame that they will use 
for the new square-four, but it has yet 
to be decided whether they or the fac- 
tory will build the frame for the 
second engine. “The Japanese know 
every detail of the method and design 
to build a cabon-fiber honeycomb 
frame like we have been using this 
season.” said team coordinator Mar- 
tin Ogbourne. “Not only do we send 
them all the details of what we are 
doing but one of their men spent 10 
days with us this year." 

The team is also still looking for a 
second rider to join McElnea in the 
line up for next season but as yet the 
budget has not been agreed with 
Skoal. Until that is done no firm 
decision can be made as to whether to 
sign on a man like Paul Lewis after 
his rides this year, or with more money 
to shoot for a big name like Randy 
Mamola. 

The California's name has been 
linked with the Skoal Bandit team 
and he did ride for Suzuki two years 
ago but he said a link was unlikely. “I 
don’t know but I don’t think they 
will have a competitive engine so at 
the moment I do not know what I 
will be doing next season." 
Lawson “No more Ago" 

Eddie Lawson has stated unequiv- 
ocally that he will not race in the 
Marlboro Agostini Team next season 
even if it means retiring from GP rac- 
ing. “I don't enjoy riding with him 
running the team and I will tell 
Yamaha at the end of the season that 
unless I can ride their machines with 
someone else in charge I will have to 
ride something else. I don't know 
what else I would ride and if none of 
the other factories are interested I 
would just return to the States and 
race there.” 

Wayne Gardner and Rob McElnea 
have already been approached by 
Agostini as replacements for Lawson 
and perhaps Roche. The Frenchman 
is also unhappy with Ago's leader- 
ship but would be prepared to stick it 
out for another year. 


EIf change 

After missing Silverstone the Elf 2 
was back in action at Anderstorp, but 
with completely revised front sus- 
pension. A new, fabricated, top front 
swingarm replaced the old cast mag- 
nesium unit and this had the suspen- 
sion unit running from its nose back 
to a rocker arm mounted in the spe- 
cial cast side plate. The machine suf- 
fered problems throughout practice, 
particularly with the carbon-fiber 
front discs and Christian Leliard had 
to swap between that and his conven- 
tional RS500 Honda. е

Speed Boys win Nelson 
Ledges 24-Hour

The Speed Boys team turned in a smooth, 
consistent, and near flawless race to post a 
stunning come-from-behind victory in the 
17th Annual 24-Hours of Nelson. Team 


members Larry Burkholder, 
Bob Frank, Mark Heiser, Jim 
Tribou and John Yurejefcic, 
on a Yamaha FZ750, parlayed

running Cycle Tech Racing in the 
21st hour into a commanding lead 
and later held off a late charge by 
H.S.C. Racing and their Yamaha 
FJ1100 to finish with a victory mar- 
gin of 17 laps on Nelson's 2.0-mile, 
12-turn : ¢oursei >The -winrlérs com- 








pleted 999 laps for a total of 1998 
racing miles. 

Cycle Tech Racing, who had led 
from the second hour, finished third 
on a Suzuki GSXR750 with 977 laps 
— five laps out of second. 

Team Hammer, the current number 
one plate holder and winner of last 
year’s race, was forced out of conten- 
tion in the second hour with motor 
problems. Hammer had a two-lap 
lead when forced to drop out. 

Speed Boys members are no stran- 
gers to 24-hour racing. At last year's 
race they captured third overall and 
first in Mediumweight Production. 

“We did it," said a jubilant Burk- 
holder. “Our crew, our scorers, and 
the dedication of everyone did it.” 
The team did it by leading the last 
three hours and was only the third 
leader of the entire race. 

Pre-race favorites Team Hammer, 
Cycle Tech Racing, Northridge Yam- 
aha and Z-P Racing (second overall 
and first Heavyweight Superbike last 
year) set the tone for the weekend by 
arriving several days in advance to do 
preliminary testing.

had few problems. “We've gone all 
out for bike prep" said a Hammer 
rider. Those words would later come 
back to haunt the team. In the second 
hour, after Russ Paulk had started 
from the pole position and put a two- 
lap lead on the field, the engine 
began to sputter. 

“It’s only running on two cylind- 
ers," Hammer rider Dave Schlosser 
said. The ultimate cause of the prob- 
lem after the ignition, carbs and a lot 
more was checked, was a cam chain 
which had slipped a few teeth, result- 
ing in bent valves. Rather than swap 
motors, Hammer's crew decided to 
pack it in for the day and save the 
hardware for the 24-hour at Willow 
Springs. 

Cycle Tech Racing's Moto-X Fox/ 
Turbo Blue gas/Dunlop/Vance & 
Hines/Shoei-supported Suzuki was 
having handling problems. “We 
lowered the fork tubes and raised the 
triple trees to correct the problem." 
Joey Osowski said. Osowski teamed 
with Dave Aldana, John Kocinski, 
David Zirkle and Terry Hampton on 
the bike. 

Cycle Tech piled up a command- 
ing 16-lap lead before Zirkle rode off 
the track with transmission problems. 
"I was coming up toa turn and it just 
popped out of gear. It would ratchet, 
but not shift," said Zirkle. After a 
quick trip back to the pits on the tow 
truck Aldana took it out. A lap later 
he returned to the pits and the whole 
motor was pulled. The 57-minute 
affair allowed Speed Boys to slip into 
the lead. 

Northridge Yamaha, with Ralph 
Johnston Jr., riding the Wiseco/Metz- 
eler/Arai/Moto-X Fox/N.D.-sup- 
ported FJ1100, had to overcome a 
badly slipping clutch. “The clutch 
started to glaze а bit in practice,” said 
team member Don Sielschott. 

Once that was solved the next prob- 
lem to appear was the suspension. 
“The track is really rough and our 
suspension is starting to bottom out,” 
Ralph Jr. said after coming in from 
his first stint. The suspension became 
the least of their concerns as Ralph 
Sr. crashed in the fourth hour and 
went to the hospital with a broken 
right wrist. After putting the FJ back 
together, another crash ended their 
hopes. 

Z-P Racing survived a practice crash 
to be among the top five on the D.E. 
Machina/Rick’s Cycle/Cam 2/Klotz- 
backed FJ1100 until the final hour 
when a cracked generator housing 
and an oil leak ended their charge. 
Riders Kevin Perry, Gregg Zizza, Chris 
Hughes and John Lopez had. been 
running second with two hours 
remaining. 

To win at the 24-hour you have to 
go fast at night. Just into the eighth 
hour rain started to fall and many 
teams became worried about which 
tires to use. Leader Cycle Tech was 
using a two-way communication sys- 
tem which allowed the pit crew and 
rider to discuss emergencies. With 
rain falling in the carousel, Cycle 
Tech pitted for rain tires. One lap 
later, the Suzuki pitted again for a 
return to slicks. Once the slicks were 
remounted, Osowski was off. Cycle 
Tech’s two pit stops took five 
minutes. 

Speed Boys had Mark Heiser at the 
controls. Heiser is a former dirt tracker 
who “just loves to slide in the rain," 
as he puts it. They made no stops 
during the brief rainy period. In fact, 
they only used one rear tire and two 
front tires during the race. “We were 
close to putting intermediates on, but 
we talked Jimmy Tribou into staying 
on the slicks.” Burkholder said. 

The only time Speed Boys encoun- 
tered any difficulty at night was with 
their stock headlight. “We slipped to 
third about 5:00 a.m. because the 
lights weren'*tcreally: upto: рак: We

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the stock headlight and two running 
lights,” said John Yurejefcic. 

Heschimura Racing had two entries 
in the race: a Honda 500 Interceptor 
and 1000 Interceptor. 

The Heschimura I entry (1000 Inter- 
ceptor) was doing extremely well 
throughout the first half and was 
consistently in the top 10 despite hav- 
ing a few handling problems. The 
rear shock died in the first hour. 
“The rear shock just wasn't there," 
said rider Frank Sega. “The bike 
would pogo all around the bumpy 
track. I almost crashed three times.” 
The bike's suspension was set up for 
lighter riders Dan Chivington and 
Larry Shorts who weigh around 150 
to 160 pounds; Sega checks in at 225 
pounds. 

Nobody is faster at night at Nelson 
than Chivington or Shorts. Their lap 
times were just a few clicks off their 
daylight pace, but the Northgate 
Honda-supported Interceptor was 
retired at 2:30 a.m. 

"Wespun a bearing in the engine," 
said mechanic Keith Marshall. ‘There 
was no indication that the rod was 
going to blow. It's disappointing 
because the engine was really strong.” 

Later in the morning sour exhaust 
notes would hit the Heschimura II 
entry. During practice the original 
motor had blown and was replaced, 
but during the first hour of the race 
the 500 began to run hot. “Ме only 
had 45 minutes in practice on the 
new motor. We didn’t really have 
enough time to break it in,” explained 
Marshall. While running second in 
class and 10th overall, a head gasket 
blew and Hesch II became another 
endurance casualty. 

Racing Ottawa's Yamaha RZ500 
was the one to catch in the Medium- 
weight Superbikeclass. At one point, 





they were leading the class by 20-laps 
and ended up finishing fourth over- 
all. The Darotune/Silkolene/Cham- 
pion/Capital City Cycle/Pirelli-sup- 
ported team encountered only brief 
trouble in the first hour when an 
exhaust pipe stinger fell off. The rid- 
ing was handled by Dan Witmer, 
Frank Dinardo and Bugs Green. 

Late in the race Witmer said, “As 
long as the bike stays together for the 
rest of the time things will be fine." It 
did, for 968 laps. 

Cycle Speed Racing riders Bob 
Evan, Bob France, Jeff McMillan and 
Glenn Whilsmith piloted the Onta- 
rio Honda/Cycle Speed Software- 
backed Yamaha RZ350 to the finish 
despite a leaking water pump with 
bad seals. With two hours to go, the 
team thought they might have to 
replace the motor, but they decided to 
let it go until the end. They covered 
914 laps and won the Lightweight 
Superbike class. 

Going unnoticed throughout all 
this commotion was H.S.C. (Hale's 
Sports Center) Racing. Riders Mike 
Garrett, Scott Evans, Bill Rice and 
Chris Thomas were quietly churning 
out lap after lap after lapon a Yamaha 
FJ1100 which was built 10 days before 
the event from a totaled motorcycle at 
the shop. Warren Sandel boosted the 
stock FJ engine with a Yamaha 
Power-Up Kit which included first- 
over pistons, mild cams, carbs and a 
header. 

"We ran the whole race on pump 
gas which was given to us by Mike 
Taylor. We used about 90 gallons," 
Sandel said. “Ме used three and one- 
half quarts of oil and three sets of 
tires. The only other problems we 
encountered were after a crash which 
ruined the right footpeg and shifter. 


Ме were also, breaking the brackets

holding the lights on and had to duct 
tape them to the frame." The team 
lost 36 minutes repairing those prob- 
lems. 

The drama in the final hours cen- 
tered on whether Cycle Tech could 
come back from their nearly one hour 
engine change — with just over three 
hours to go — and get back into con- 
tention for the overall win. The team's 
race engine was replaced with one 
which was quite stock and mated to 
the carburetion system from the race 
engine. The jetting difference was a 
problem. “I’m surprised the bike is 
out there and running as well as it 
is," said Cycle Tech's Bill Foster. 

Kocinski was the first rider out 
after the engine change and imme- 
diately began to turn hot laps. In the 
hour he rode, Kocinski cut into the 
margin of both Speed Boys and second 
place H.S.C. Racing. However, 














Kocinski then pitted and literally had 
to be carried from the bike. “His 
knees locked up," said Foster. “1 
guess we worked him too hard.” 

Aldana quickly took over, but the 
momentum had been lost. 

"It's pretty disappointing. Both 
muscles just got bad cramps in them,” 
said Kocinski. The heat and 24-hours 
of racing had caught up with the 17- 
year-old just as Cycle Tech failed to 
catch winner Speed Boys and H.S.C.

Canadian Gary Goodfellow made good use 
of his fleet of Suzukis at the Beaverton 
Honda 100 at Portland International Race- 
way, running away in Superbike, 750cc 


Production and 600cc Super- 
street events. Canadians Miles 
Baldwin and Steve Crevier 
added to Goodfellow’s domi- 
nance with wins in Formula 
Two and 450cc Cafe. 

Goodfellow made the trip down 
from Vancouver, Canada along with 
his arsenal of Suzukis and was defi- 
nitely the class act of the day. Good- 
fellow started the afternoon with a 
46-second win over race promoter 
Eugene Brown in the 750cc Produc- 
tion class, followed that up with an 
eight-second win over Doug Ren- 
frow in the red-flag-shortened 600cc 
Superstreet class and ended the day 
with a seven-second win over Dale 
Quarterley in the 100-mile Superbike 
feature. 

Honda-mounted Baldwin, mean- 
while, also made the trip worthwhile 
with his win over Dale Franklin in 
the Formula Two race. Yamaha- 
mounted Crevier became the third 
Canadian winner after delegating 
Franklin to the runner-up slot in the 
450cc Cafe class. It was a good day for 
the Canadians. 

Goodfellow started his GSXR750 
from the third row in the first Super- 
bike heat, but it didn’t stop him from 

leading. the. pack after. the first lap 





with (yet another) Canadian Daryl 
Cornwell in hot pursuit. Ken Stob- 
bart held the third spot after one lap 
with Keith Pinkstaff and Crevier 
rounding out the top five. 

Goodfellow had his hands full 
with Cornwell and on the third lap 
Stobbart joined the leading duo. 
Cornwell snuck by Goodfellow on 
lap four of the six-lap heat while 
Stobbart suddenly found Kevin Mon- 
ahan (Yam) wanting third place. 
Cornwell held on to hand Goodfel- 
low his only setback of the day while 
Stobbart managed to hold off Mona- 
han, despite Monahan’s last-ditch 
effort in turn nine. 

The second Superbike heat saw 
Saturday's winner, Tom Walther, 
leading after one lap ahead of Quar- 
terley on his PBI Sprockets/Eagle 
Racing/SuperTrapp/Megacycle/ 
Bel-Ray/Dyna/ Brockton Cycle-spon- 
sored Yamaha. The lead didn't last 
for long, however, as Quarterley shot 
by on the second lap. Steve Little- 
john had his Yamaha FZ750 in third 
ahead of the Hondas of Pat Mari- 
nacci and Jeff Morrow. Morrow got 
theedge on Marinacci on the next lap 
and the positions remained the same 
until the last lap. Walther stayed 
close to Quarterley even though his 
lap times, dipped into the low 1:155

and on the final circuit he got by the 
more-experienced Quarterley. At the 
end of the fast backstraight, how- 
ever, Quarterley pulled even with 
Walther and went around the outside 
in turn seven to take the heat-race 
win. 

Goodfellow elected to change tires 
before the final and had to adopt a 
different strategy. “I had brand new 
tires and with only one warm-up lap, 
I knew I had to get a good start and 
hold everyone up until they were 
scrubbed in.” 

The strategy got off to a good start 
as Goodfellow immediately grabbed 
the lead on the front straight before 
turn one. The Suzuki pilot led a Ca- 
nadian freight train through turn 
nine at the end of the first lap as 
Cornwell and Walther followed with 
Quarterley in fourth. Goodfellow 
promptly got into the 1:15-range on 
lap two and Cornwell was right on 
his tail. 

The leading duo pulled away as 
Quarterley was involved with 
Walther, but lap four saw Quarterley 
make his move after disposing of 
Walther. The race for the lead turned 
into a three-way affair, but Goodfel- 
low was still in control. Quarterley 
made a move on Cornwell on lap six 
and slipped into second place. Mean- 
while, Monahan was tearing 
through the pack after a poor start 
and was up to fifth on the sixth lap. 

Goodfellow and Quarterley moved 
into the 1:14 bracket on lap eight and 
in the process put some distance on 
Cornwell. Monahan was in a heated 
battle with Stobbart for fourth place 
while sixth place was being con- 
trolled by Pinkstaff. Goodfellow's 
pace was starting to be a burden for 
Quarterley and the Massachusetts 
rider began to lose ground on the 
Canadian. 

Goodfellow, meanwhile, con- 
tinued to effortlessly lap in the high 
1:14 range while putting distance 
between himself and Quarterley. The 
leaders started encountering traffic 
andat the halfway mark of the 30-lap 
race, Goodfellow had a 2.5-second 
lead over Quarterley. Monahan also 
began to assert himself in traffic and 
finally got by Stobbart and into 
fourth place. 

Monahan wasn't content with 
fourth and set after Cornwell. On lap 
22, Goodfellow led Quarterley by 
seven seconds, Monahan shot by 
Cornwell and suddenly was only a 
second behind Quarterley. Two laps 
later, Monahan grabbed the second 
spot from Quarterley and they both 
started gaining on Goodfellow. With 
four laps to go, the gap between 
Goodfellow and Monahan was down 
to four seconds, but Monahan could 
not keep up the pace. 

Slides in turn, pine; were becoming 





routine for both Monahan and Quar- 
terley while Goodfellow remained 
smooth. Goodfellow rounded turn 
nine with a seven-second cushion to 
take the win while Quarterley 
showed some last turn heroics by 
diving under Monahan to take sec- 
ond. Cornwell held on for fourth 
with Stobbart fifth and Walther 
sixth. 

“I had no problems at all,” Good- 
fellow said. “Ч had a good race. I 
could see him (Quarterley) there, but 
I really didn't feel threatened at all.” 

Quarterley felt a little cheated 
against the more powerful Suzuki. “1 
didn't have enough motor," he said. 
“He’d pull out 30 bikelengths on the 
straights and I had to ride my butt off 
in the corners trying to catch up. I 
just burnt up the tire trying. He had 
the awesome motor; we don't have 
$10,000 motors.” 

The Formula Two final put the 
two heat race winners, Baldwin and 
Franklin, together for the first time 
and they ended the first lap side-by- 
side. Baldwin's Brothers Honda- 
BMW /Motorcycle Works/Shoei/ 
Fox /Diamond-sponsored Honda 
held the lead after the second lap 
with Franklin in tow. Third place 
was held by Yamaha-mounted Ken 
Botham. Baldwin turned a 1:16 on 
lap five and began to pull away from 
Franklin, who in turn was way ahead 
of the rest of the pack. 

By lap 12, Baldwin held an 12- 
second lead over Franklin with Bo- 
tham still in third place. Baldwin, 
the Laguna Seca Formula Two 
winner, eased off the pace in the final 
laps and held on for the win. Frank- 
lin cruised in for second followed by 
Botham and Doug Guthrie. 

Goodfellow immediately jumped 
out front in the 600cc Superstreet 
final and after three laps held a five- 
second lead. Second place saw a bat- 
tle between Brown and Renfrow with 
Renfrow eventually getting the edge 
on lap five. On lap eight, Arnold 
Andrews and Tom Marx crashed to- 
gether while exiting turn nine and 
the race was red-flagged. Goodfellow 
was awarded the win with Renfrow 
and Brown finishing second and 
third, respectively. 

Crevier shot his RZ350 Yamaha 
into the lead at the start of the 15-lap 
450cc Cafe class and never looked 
back. Franklin controlled second 
from the start and although he stayed 
within a few seconds for most of the 
race, Crevier won by nearly 10 se- 
conds. Lance Wooleny held third 
place for much of the race but on lap 
nine he dragged a peg and Eric Gar- 
land moved his RD400F into third.

Walther tops 
Superbike

PORTLAND, OR, AUGUST 10 
The Oregon Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association’s amateur 
prelude to the International 
Superbike race saw some new 
faces in the winner's circle.

Honda-mounted Jeff Mor- 
row held his own in taking the 
runner-up spot with Dan Zlock mak- 
ing it a Honda sandwich on his Su- 
zuki. 

The anticipated duel between 
Keith Pinkstaff and Morrow on Su- 
perbikes did occur, but it took place 
behind Tom Walther on yet another 
GSXR750 Suzuki. 

In Formula Two action, Dale 
Franklin borrowed Cliff Baker’s Cafe 
RZ Yamaha to:take'the win: With 








everyone waiting for the big money 
race on Sunday, only four entries 
turned up on the grid for the For- 
mula Two and all of those were ei- 
ther on Cafe RD or RZ Yamahas. 

The best dice of the day occurred in 
the 450cc Cafe race between Eric Gar- 
land and Scott Heironymas. “Не was 
putting a perfect draft and pass on 
me going into turn one," Garland 
said. ‘‘We were pretty even every- 
where else except for four (a right- 
hander onto the back straight) where 
I was getting a better drive out. I 
could gain enough there to pass him 
every other lap." 

Garland and Hieronymas ex- 
changed the lead every lap, but Gar- 
land gained the edge on the one that 
counted. Hieronymas didn't start in 
the first heat and didn't figure in the 
results. 

Tony Howard on a Yamaha 920 
settled for second behind Ward 
Rodgers' BMW in the Battle of the 
Twins. “I was just sitting back wait- 
ing for him to fall down," Howard 
said. “I slide around a little out there, 
but that BMW handles weird anyway 
and he was sideways in every turn on 
every lap. I just couldn't believe he 
could keep it up that long." 

Rodgers did keep it up and the 
Rodgers Brothers, famous locally for 
coming up with different ways to 
win, have done it again. 

Mike Johnson spoiled a perfect 
day by crashing in turn nine while 
well in the lead of the 600cc Produc- 
tion class. Johnson was asked about 
the crash. “I don't know what hap- 
pened,” he said. “I was doing the 
same as I always do... trying to go a 
little faster every lap." 

Johnson won every heat that he 
finished, but old Pro Quentin Hogan 
got the win in 600cc Production. e

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Freddie Spencer: 


World Champion

Freddie Spencer clinched the 250cc World 
Championship at Silverstone and then head- 
ed for Sweden determined to wrap up the 
500cc title there. “I’m going to leave the 250 


parked in Sweden because I 
want to win the 500 and make 
sure of the championship. I 
want to go all-out and not ride 
in the reserved way that I have when 
riding both bikes,” said Spencer after 
the race at Silverstone. 

"Winning both championships is 
something that I have been thinking 
about since last September," Spencer 
continued, “Гуе spent hours just go- 
ing over everything in my mind just 
working out anything that can be 
done to make it happen. Now that 
winning both is getting closer it 
seems hard to imagine it happening. 
It's something we have been working 
towards for so long." 

Assuming that he does win both 
championships Spencer is not sure 
that he'll race in both classes next 
season. "Tam not sure what I will do. 
Running both bikes has been a strain 
on me and a lot of other people and I 
will wait until it is over before I think 
about next season. For the moment I 
just want to enjoy the moment and if 
we get the 500 Championship there 
will be a lot of celebrating.” 

It was the challenge of doing some- 
thing difficult — which has never 
been done before — that made Spencer 
take on the double in the first place. 
“А lot of people said it could not be 
done and that I would get tired after a 
few races and I have enjoyed trying to 
prove them wrong. There have been a 
lot of memorable races as well. I par- 
ticularly enjoyed the 250 race in Italy 
because I came from behind and had 
a great race with Carlos (Lavado), 
who always rides real hard. The 500 
at Silverstone gave me a great deal of 
satisfaction because the conditions 
were just so difficult and demanding.” 

When Spencer won his first 500cc 
World Championship in 1983 he 
became the youngest man ever to do 
so. He also beat Kenny Roberts in a 
year-long battle that got so desperate 
at the second-to-last race in Sweden 
that both of them ran off the track on 
the last lap with only one corner to 


go. 

Then 21, Spencer said, “They always 
say that winning the first World 
Championship is the easiest, but this 
has certainly been hard and Iam not 
sure it's going to get any easier." The 
following year proved him right as 
crashes and problems with the new 





of any chance he might have had of 
beating fast-and-consistent Eddie 
Lawson. 

After that, taking on the double 
pressure and responsibility of the 250 
and 500 World Championships 
seemed like asking for trouble. But 
Spencer was brought up racing many 
different bikes in the same day as he 
did back in 1977 when he won four 
Western/Eastern Roadracing Associ- 
ation National Championships. At 
the time he rode an amazing number 
of machines, including a 125 Honda 
for the 200cc GP class, twoalmost-identi- 
cal bikes for the 400 and 410 Produc- 
tion classes, a GS750 Suzuki and a 
'TZ250 Yamaha, and he was only 15! 

“I used to ride 10 races in a day. I'd 
get off the 750 and go out on the 125 
without even taking my helmet off. I 
loved the challenge and the variety.” 

It may be a tall order to swap bikes 
at Grand Prix level, but Spencer has 
been able to develop the 500 and 250 
Hondas around himself and try to 
minimize the differences. The sim- 
ilarities between the two machines 
are obvious with the twin-spar alum- 
inum frames and engines that share 
the same bore and stroke as well as 
cylinder and single-crankshaft layout. 

The 250, in fact, preceded the 500 
and was tested at Suzuka towards the 
end of the 1984 season and then at 
Surfer’s Paradise in Australia in De- 
cember. Spencer tested a 500 at Surfers 
but that was the old, rather-unsuccess- 
ful 784 500 with the gas tank under 
the engine. What Spencer did there 
was to ride the 500 with lead weights 
added to it so as to change the weight 
distribution and give the engi- 
neers an idea of what he needed. 

So impressed was he with the 250 
that he simply asked for a 500 just 
like a big brother to the little twin. 
That's what he got and both bikes 
have been developed side-by-side. А1- 
though he points out that there are 
obvious differences between riding 
the two bikes because of the sheer 
power involved, there have been in- 
stances where running two bikes has 
been an advantage. “The most obvious 
is where it has been wet because rac- 
ing one bike on the circuit has given 
me a good idea how much traction 
there 1s when it comes to the other. 
The 250 is quite often faster around a 
certain corner in the wet because the 
500 has to be turned sooner if you 
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dry there are sections where I am 
quicker on the 250; the secret with the 
smaller bike is keeping the momen- 
tum up around the turns because it 
doesn't have the power to drive out. 
On the 500 I have to use different 
lines and the corner speed cannot be 
as high because you have to get the 
four turned earlier in the corner so 
i's pointed in the right direction 
when you put the power on. That's 
where the Yamaha is a little better 
than the Honda because it drives eas- 
ier and the Honda tends to spin the 
rear wheel. 

Spencer points out that the 250 has 
been more fun to ride than the 500. 
“You cannot say the 500 is fun to ride 
although it is very satisfying if you 
get things right. Early in the year it 
was hard on the 500 because the 
handling was not right. I could not 
use the radial front because I had 
chattering problems and I did not 
race with it until Mugello. By that 
time the engine of the 500 had been 
moved forward, which made it possi- 
ble to get the suspension right and let 
the tire work. With the 250 it has 
never been a problem to use the radial 
and that made things better from the 
beginning. Although it is harder to 
run a consistently-fast race all the 
way through with the 500 because of 
the sheer physical effort required, the 
250 is in fact more intense as far as 
competition goes even if physically it 
is more relaxed and I am able to 
loosen ир а bit. The 250 guys are hard 
riders, and sometimes I wish Carlos 
would ease off. He never gives up, 
like in Yugoslavia he pushed me all 
the way. He’s the hardest of them 
all.” 

It was only when he rode the 250 in 
practice at Daytona that he announced 
that he would contest all the Grands 
Prix. “I wanted to before the start of 
the year. After the tests at Suzuka they 
improved the bike before I rode it in 
Australia and that was basically as I 
rode it at Daytona. There I realized 
that I was not going to have to work 
too hard to get the 250 to work and 
therefore I could race it as well as the 
500.” 

Daytona was the first time Spencer 
got the chance to ride the new version 
of the 500 and that experience he de- 
scribed as very satisfying. “Even 
though the bike was not perfect it was 
a lot better than the '84 machine and I 
was very pleased and relieved because 
that was the bike I had asked for and I 
was going to have to live with it." 

At the South African Grand Prix 
he shocked the rest of the competition 
with his riding skill on a 250 and 
with the speed of the machine. No 
one was more disappointed than Toni 
Mang, riding the Marlboro Honda. 
Mang had signed to ride for Honda 
thinking he would be their number- 
one man in the 250 class; Mang did 
receive a machine (as did Fausto 
Ricci) that was a cut above the pro- 
duction bike, with special suspen- 
sion front and rear and a more- 
powerful engine featuring different 
cylinders and pipes. It was still based 
on a road bike, though, and no match 
for Spencer's. 


Spencer won the South African 250 
GP convincingly. He was leading the 
next round in Spain when an exhaust 
pipe broke and he finished ninth. He 
was beaten by Martin Wimmer fair- 
and-square in the pouring rain in 
Germany and it looked as though the 
championship would bea real thriller. 
But from that point on Spencer started 
an unbeatable run of convincing vic- 
tories that left his pursuers stranded. 

The fact that Spencer's 250 is a one- 
off works special should not detract 
from his riding skill and neither 
Lavado, Wimmer or Mang would 
suggest that be won simply because 





good machine that he rides very, very 
well," said Lavado. “And he does it 
100% of the time, on every lap. He 
must have a very sensitive relation- 
ship with the machine because he 
only does a few laps at a time in prac- 
tice. He must work out very quickly 
what needs to be done because he gets 
the bike to work very well.” 

Martin Wimmer confirms that it is 
an all-around package that made 
Spencer such a force. “Every piece of 
his team is perfect. The way he rides. 
The bike and the rest of the team. I 
know he rides fast but I have had few 
opportunities to work out how his 
styleisso effective because I normally 
only see him when he passes me on 
the straight. I just hope he rides in the 
250cc class next year because now 
that I have seen the new 250 Yamaha 
I think it would be a lot fairer.” 


If his rivals have not been able to 
work out quite how Spencer man- 
ages to be so stunningly, consistently 
fast, he can put into some simple 
words how he rides. "I ride com- 
pletely by feel, I don't use braking 
markers ever. Early in practice I use 
the rev counter coming out of corners 
to judge how good a drive I am get- 
ting but I think everyone does that." 

It is no secret that part of Spencer's 
success can be attributed to the spe- 
cial relationship he has with Erv 
Kanemoto, who will time every prac- 
tice session — even when Spencer has 
still to arrive at the track — so that he 
can keep track of the opposition. 
“Erv and I are friends above every- 
thing. We understand each other so 
well that sometimes I don't even have 
to tell him what is wrong with the 
bike. He instinctively knows.” 


That special relationship includes 
the relaying of secret information. 
“When I come in from practice I only 
talk to Erv because what I have to tell 
him is information we have worked 
hard to get and it is important to keep 
that to ourselves. I sometimes wonder 
about the radial tires that I have de- 
veloped that now get fitted to the 
Yamahas." 

Spencer and Kanemoto learn all 
the time. “I think that I have improved 
on both the 500 and 250 this year and 
hope I continue to do so. When I 
started racing the twin I had not rid- 
den a 250 since ’70 except for Daytona 
in 1980. But I have worked at it. I 
have been able to use the experience 
gained over the last few years of GP 
racing since I started on the three in 
'82. The early bike taught me a lot 
about choosing gearbox ratios be- 
cause the powerband was narrow and 
Erv and I would sit for hours trying 
to sort out a gearbox that would 
work." Kanemoto has been with 
Spencer since '78 and before that it 
was Freddie's father who worked on 
the bikes. 

Spencer races in Europe because 
that is where the top racing is. It is the 
biggest challenge. He makes no pre- 
tense at liking the countries he races 
in and will fly home at every oppor- 
tunity to Shreveport, Louisiana, 
where he stops being the ultimate 
professional with a ready smile for 
the camera anda carefully-considered 
quote for the notebook. The reserved, 
private Spencer, the Christian, the 
lay preacher with the pretty girlfriend 
Sari seems hard to connect with the 
helmeted figure who will push a rac- 
ing machine as hard or harder than 
anyone else. Other riders might claim 
that he has a faster bike. None will 
claim that they can easily make up 
the lost time on the brakes or 'round 
the corners. As Eddie Lawson said, 
"You cannot take anything away 
from him. He is a very good, very fast 
rider.” 

And Lawson gives away praise to

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There was a good battle for ninth 
which went to the finish with How- 
ard, Poovey, Hames and Brow trad- 
ing places while Chandler charged 
around, although two laps down. 

Boody closed on Morehead on lap 
12 as Parker probed second-place 
Boody’s defenses.

Morehead and Boody stayed glued 
together with Boody biding his time 
before making a move.

It was too quickly, 
Boody said later. 

"I had the momentum to make a 
move, but there wasn’t any room,” 
said Boody. “I didn't want to chance 
tapping Steve and taking one or both 
of us out.” Boody’s split-second hesi- 
tation gave Morehead about 10 bike- 
lengths breathing room and he car- 
ried it to the finish. 

Boody held a safe second to the fin- 
ish while Parker held Pearson and 
Farris at bay. Shobert was a few bike- 
lengths back.for sixth over Filice 
with Carr in eighth. Savvy riding by 
Brow earned the veteran ninth over 
Hames and Howard. Poovey, with a 
brake problem and two trips off the 
groove on the same lap, followed 
Howard to finish 12th. 

"I was just playing a waiting game 
throughout the race," said point 
leader Shobert. “Every time somebody 
slipped or got banged off the groove 
I'd move up a spot and silently say, 
‘Thank you,’ and wait for another 
one to make a mistake. I was looking 
for a win rather than a sixth, but I'll 
take it." 

Morehead and Boody were back- 
slapping and hand-shaking each other 
in winner'scircle with both grinning 
from ear to ear. Parker was a bit less 
jubilant. 

“I don't like that type of racing," 
said Parker. ‘There's no need to bash 
and bang around each other because 
that's dangerous. I don't like doing 
that. Riding hard and clean isn't that 
hard to do. If I can't beat someone fair 
and square I'm not going to knock 
them off just to get past.” 

"] gained some points on Bubba 
and closed in good on Doug,” said 
Boody. "I'm happy. I'm keeping a 
thorn in their 81468.” 

"You've got to watch Morehead 
really close," said tuner Tex Peel. 
“This is the second time I've worked 
on or loaned him things — an engine 
this time — and he's won both Na- 
tionals. He put in one helluva ride."

Eddie Lawson: The 
man who cannot win

“Т cannot beat Freddie Spencer. I know it 
and I’ve accepted it," said Eddie Lawson on 
the eve of losing his 500cc World Title to his 
arch-rival from Shreveport, Louisiana. 


Don't think for a minute 
that the 1984 Champion is ad- 
mitting defeat; just the oppo- 
site. But what he is accepting is 
that whatever he does, win races or 
World Championships, there will be 
those who insist on detracting from 
and devaluing his achievement. 

Assen this year was a prime exam- 
ple. Lawson crashed and scored no 
points when he could have remained 
in a comfortable third place behind 
Ron Haslam. Many criticized him for 
taking Haslam, saying that 10 points 
would have been better. “But,” says 
Lawson, “If I had stayed in third place 
and then lost the championship by 
two points the same people would 
have said, ‘why didn't you overtake 
him?' I can't win." 

There are two ways to look at any 
event and a Lawson fan is bound to 
see things differently to a Spencer 
enthusiast. The Spencer follower saw 
last year’s World Championship as 
one that Spencer would have won but 
for missing races through injury; this 
year’s South African GP Spencer 
would have won but for the fact that 
the bike didn’t handle properly; the 
Yugoslavian GP would have been 
Spencer’s but for hitting the haybale 
with his knee. 

The other side of the coin is that 
Lawson won the World Champion- 
ship in 784 because he raced hard 
enough and didn’t fall off. He, too, 
has lost races because of uncompeti- 
tive machinery and in Yugoslavia he 
managed to avoid the same haybale 
that Spencer hit. The Yugoslav inci- 
dent irks Lawson particularly. “1 
was going to be a great race, I rode 
faster than I did in practice and I was 


confident of béating шиг.” 





Lawson has suffered through the 
year from a bike that is slow to get off 
the line, so that he is always racing 
from behind and loses out to Spencer 
over the first five or so laps as Spencer 
opens up a lead while Lawson is still 
fighting through traffic. Spencer al- 
ways looks impressive from the start 
and though Lawson can hold the gap 
or even close on Spencer later, the 
assumption is that Spencer could go 
faster if he had to. The point is, that 
since the Yamaha is slow off the line, 
he will never have to go faster and the 
assumption remains untested. 

It is one thing for Lawson to be 
faced with what he feels is a hostile 
European press, but even to the out- 
sider it is obvious that heis getting no 
support from his own team manager. 
Giacomo Agostini insists on putting 
himself forward as the most important 
figure in the team, leaving Lawson 
and Roche in the background. He 
even goes to the lengths of not telling 
thetwo riders about official functions 
only to turn up himself and apolog- 
ize for their absence because they are 
too tired or busy to attend. It is hardly 
surprising that Lawson's image in 
the eyes of some members of the press 
has suffered. 2: 

Lawson makes no secret of the fact 
that he has no time for Agostini. 
"Ago and I are finished, I will not 
ride for him again. I would have 
liked to be friends but it isn't going to 
happen now. He thinks he is more 
important than all of the rest of the 
team put together and that he is still 
the World Champion. I think that 
when I have been retired from racing 
10 years I will not be going around as 
though I am still Champion.”

without the great corporate backing 
and support that the Rothmans Hon- 
da team has to give their riders, Law- 
son does stand very much alone. 
He is also a very different person 
from Spencer. He doesn't have the 
gift of the well-rounded phrase, the 
packaged quote that makes Spencer 
such an easy person for the press to 
deal with. Spencer is his own PR 
man and has any back-up he needs. 
Lawson is a guy who races motorcy- 
cles very fast and once the helmet 
comes off is the same as everyone else 
with his own personality. “I would 
have thought by now that most peo- 
ple would have got to understand me 
a little, to know when I'm joking and 
what I mean when I say things, that 
Гуе got a dry sense of humor. I guess І 
must be doing something wrong, but 
I just try to be myself. Maybe next 
year I'll have to be different. I'll only 
satisfy people if I’m more like Fred- 
die. I’m going to try talking without 
saying anything.” 

So has Lawson’s feelings about the 
lack of support affected his riding 
this season? “I don't think so. When I 
get out on the bike Iam away from it. 
I always give 110% and I ride just as 
hard as I can. I have had great sup- 
port from some of the team. Kel Car- 
ruthers is the best and the mechanics 
have been good and Yamaha have 
made a good bike.” 

The Yamaha was slow at the begin- 
ning of the season, 10 kph down on 
the Honda at Mugello, but by Assen 
the carburetion was sorted out so that 
the machines were more comparable. 
What has to be remembered is that 
there is more to come from Eddie 
Lawson. Just because he has been 
World Champion once does not mean 
he has peaked. He beat Spencer rac- 
ing 250s back in the States early in 
their careers and then on Superbikes. 
He was a year later coming to Europe 
but like Spencer he won the Cham- 
pionship in his second season. 

“I am learning all the time," says 
Lawson. "When I first started GP 
racing I did hardly anything right. 
Roberts was already steering the bikes 
on the back tire, spinning it through 
the turns and that is how you have to 
ride a modern 500. I didn't ride like 
that hardly at all and I had to make 
the adjustment. I used to ride like 
Christian (Sarron), rushing into the 
corners. I had to experiment without 
falling off all the time and. I really 
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towards the end of last year. Now I 
am a lot happier on the bike. I feel 
that I am in control, even if I am 
not," he adds with a grin. "And I 
don't dread the next practice session 
wondering how I am going to stay 
on." 

“Т am riding better this year and I 
will be faster next year but I have to 
enjoy it. That is very important to 
me. I love racing, being on the bike 
and being at the race track, or at least 
Idid. When I was racing in the States 
I used to look forward all week to 
going to the races, but now I dread 
getting on the plane because I've got 
to face people like Ago at the other 
end and it has just taken the enjoy- 
ment away.” 

At the end of the season it will be 
crunch time as far as Lawson and 
Yamaha are concerned. “I am going 
to Japan to explain how things have 
gone this year and to point out that I 
will not ride for Ago again. I would 
love to stay with Yamaha and have 
Kel work with me, but if they do not 
want me, then I will have to go 
somewhere else. I will race a Suzuki, 
a Honda or a Kawasaki but if none of 
them want me, I will just go home to 
the States and race there. I'll ride for 
less money, but I will enjoy it." 

There have been times when Law- 
son has felt that perhaps even Yamaha 
was not behind him. “I would like a 
very friendly relationship with Yama- 
ha. We do get along well but it is still 
business and to a certain extent, it has 
to be, but I would rather it was some- 
thing more. Kenny had much more 
than that. I would liketo work towards 
it and I certainly don't want to go 
swapping teams about but you can 
get kind of discouraged about things. 
I read that Doi-san, the Japanese guy 
from Yamaha, has said if I don't want 
to ride for Ago then I will have to get 
bikes somewhere else. 

“If I do stay with Yamaha, I can 
win the Championship back. At least 
I have beaten Spencer, and I don't 
know who else they are going to get 
because no one else has. Lawson is 
undervalued by many andas he points 
out not the least of those is Spencer 
himself. 

“Freddie is a very good rider and I 
would not try and take that away 
from him. I rate him very highly and 
I respect him. He doesn't rate me, 
though, and that will be his downfall 
in theend, because I am going to beat 
him." 9

IL AMA Jr. National T.T. to increase his lead in Ж 
the Jr. National Point Standings. ho 
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Eric Eaton admits he has almost surprised 
himself at how well he has done on the 
National Motocross circuit. The message he 
has broadcast across the body of water known 


as Puget Sound, on which his 
home of Tacoma, Washington, 
lies, is far from a false echo. 
Eaton, 22, has been on a steady 
ascent through the motocross ranks 
for more than 12 years, and with two 
rounds left in the AMA National 
Championship MX Series, he finds 
himself at his highest point ever: a 
solid third in the 500cc point stand- 
ings, 31 points behind second-place 
David Bailey. 

Since Yamaha's Broc Glover has 
already clinched the title, Eaton 
obviously won't reach the summit of 
a National Championship this year, 
but he does have a mathematical 
chance of surpassing Honda's Bailey 
(the 1984 500cc National Champion) 
in the standings by the end of the 
season. That would cap off what has 
been a banner year for the privateer, 
who has been racing under the 
auspices of a Yamaha Pro Support 
package. 

** Eaton; like many of his peers, Has 





spent a considerable amount of time 
racing outside the borders of the Unit- 
ed States. His most recent trip, to the 
south of France in mid-July tor an 
International race (run under a four- 
moto format), saw him win three 
out of the four motos. A ''lapse in 
concentration" and resulting crash 
while leading the final moto handed 
the win and overall to Belgian Harry 
Everts, but Eaton says he'll be going 
back for more. 

In his early racing days, the son of 
Margaret and Marshall Eaton was 
known for his radical riding style. “1 
had a Honda XR75, and I went to my 
first race (at age 10) on a Friday night 
in Olympia, Washington. I rode the 
Junior class, and they put us in with 
the Intermediates. It was hard to 
believe but I won both motos and, 
strangely, I gota much smaller trophy 
than the Intermediate class winner 
who I had beat both times. On 
Saturday, I signed up in the Inter- 
mediate class and won both motos 


again: Traced there almost évery week- 








end, and they hung the name ‘Crazy 
Eric’ on me and it stuck for a long 
time. 

“I guess it was natural that I did 
some sort of racing since my dad was 
always into competition of some sort. 
He was into drag racing cars for a 
while, part of a team called the 
Fearsome Four. He switched to drag 
racing motorcycles, then drag raced 
as well as circle raced boats, and then 
did some amateur motorcycle racing. 
Now, he’s the owner of his own bike 
shop, Maico-Husqvarna Northwest 
in Tacoma. Once I started racing, 
dad was behind me all the way; he’s 
never backed off, yet he never pushed 
me. 
“There was actually some pretty 
good competition in Washington and 
Oregon. I used to pick up some of the 
minicycle magazines and read about 
Jeff Ward, Brian Myerscough and 
A.J. Whiting — those guys were 
really god to me. I wasn’t nearly as 
good as they were at the time, but it 
seemed like an entirely different world 
in California and I never thought I 
could be in there with them someday. 
We never traveled very far for races 
when I was young.” 

After winning ‘‘a few years in a 
row" in the Washington Mini Na- 
tionals, Eaton graduated to the bigger 
bikes and in 1980, he entered his first 
few Nationals. “I went to Colorado 
and was just too tense, too nervous, 
and missed qualifying by one spot. I 
waited until the last 500cc National 
of the year to try again, at Washougal 


(Washington), and I finished 16th 
overall. I was pretty happy with that.” 

Eaton got more serious about the 
Nationals the following year. “I had 
been riding Maicos all the way 
through — since 1978 — and for the 
1981 season I had support from Maico 
USA. They helped me with expenses, 
bikes and parts, and I was able to ride 
the entire National circuit. As a 


rookie, I had trouble with my nerves. , 


I was always around the top 15, and T 
broke into the top 10 a few times. 
What made me happy was that I 
managed to qualify for a couple of 
supercross finals; it was a little easier 
to do back then than it is now.” 

The next season was one of conva- 
lescence for Eaton. “I had picked up 
some sponsorship from Husqvarna, 
but I broke my leg really bad before 
the National season even started at 
the Washington Dealers Challenge 
race. I was out for almost the whole 
season, and recuperated in time to 
ride just the last National at Wash- 
ougal — I finished sixth overall there. 
I loved it." 

The 1983 season brought Eaton 
back aboard a Maico, and he con- 
tinued his ascent to the top. "I had a 
few chances to run near the head of 
the pack. At the New York National, 
I was running second for quite a 
while behind Glover (in the 500cc 
class) апа I réally didi TeX pect to Be 












there. I even crashed and pulled back 
away from third, and didn’t believe 
what was going on. The track suited 
me and I got good starts, and while I 
ended up finishing 11th overall, my 
confidence started building at that 
point. Most people don't realize how 
far you can go with confidence." 

Theseason opener in 1984 at Gaines- 
ville, Florida, where Eaton was on a 
shop-supported Honda, proved to be 
one of his best. He finished fourth on: 
the day, “апа stayed in the top five in 
the standings through the first three 
races. Team Tamm signed me right 
after Hangtown, and things actually 
went better for me in the stadiums 
than in the Nationals. The Honda 
CR500 I rode in the Nationals was a 
good bike, but it needed some work, 
and the things we were doing to it at 
Team Tamm weren't quite what I 
needed. 

"Istarted coming up with DNFs in 
motos, and not long after that, Tamm 
got into financial trouble and they 
started cutting back. They cut me off 
the team, and at the time Honda's 
entire support effort was basically in 
the hands of Tamm so I was really 
starting to worry about where to turn 
for help. I wanted to keep on with the 
Nationals, but I really couldn't do it 
without some good support. 

“Оп the same day 1 got cut from 
Tamm, I got an offer to go to Europe. 
I took it, and while it was a quick 
decision, I did think about it and 
called my dad to see what he thought. 
I ended up racing in Europe for three 
months. 

“The deal was through Motocross 
Marketing, which is a company lo- 
cated in France. They are very similar 
to one of my sponsors in the U.S., 
Hi-Point Racing Products, and have 
a line of racing apparel and other 
products. It took me about a week 
and a half to get adjusted to Europe, 
and I went over with two other Amer- 
icans, Eric McKenna and Phil Lar- 
son. It was hard racing with them, 
since we were always competing 
against one another, and it was hard 
to be friends. But I think we did a 
pretty good job under the circum- 
stances.” 

The first race, an International in 
France, didn’t go as well as Eaton 
would have liked. “I was leading the 
race, followed by Hakan Carlqvist 
and some other top Europeans, when 
I broke my foot. I was forced to sit 
outa couple more Internationals and 
one of the GPs we had planned on 
riding. 

“Between the three of us, we won 
every International race we entered 
anda few times we finished 1-2-3. We 
raced mostly in France, Switzerland 
and Italy. 

“At the Belgian 500cc GP, I didn’t 
do very well in the first moto, finish- 
ing llth, and in the second moto all 
three of us got disqualified because 
we were late getting our bikes into 
the parc ferme (staging area) by only 
two minutes. That was really bad, 
and we had to sit and watch the moto. 

"Alter the Italian GP, I was really 
pumped because I finished fifth 
overall there, and everyone was sur- 
prised that a guy on a privately- 
backed Honda could do that well. 
That's been one of my best races, 
where I could sit back and say I’ve 
really done something." 

Financially speaking, the European 
junkets have been very beneficial for 
Eaton. “Могосго88 Marketing basi- 
cally pays me a salary while I'm over 
there, and the International races pay 
pretty well. While you don't have the 
manufacturer contingency programs 
like you have in the U.S., the Interna- 
tionals have start money which can 
range from $1500 to $2000. The 
Americans tend to make out pretty 
well because the promoters are very 
‘happy to havé them. That's'good for 








me because I get along pretty well 
with most of them.” 

Upon returning to the U.S. in the 
fall of 1984, Eaton “went to the last 
four races of the Trans-Cal MX Series 
for some fun, to relax, but also to do 
good. I won two of the (250cc Pro) 
races, and in the third I ran out of fuel 
while running second behind Johnny 
O'Mara. In the San Bernardino race 
(a supercross), I finished second there 
and they were giving a truck away for 
first; O'Mara, the guy who really 
didn't need it, drove it away. I was 
pretty bummed out because I needed 
a vehicle.” 

Eaton’s on-again, off-again talks 
with Yamaha, which had gone on for 
over a year, finally resulted in a Pro 
Support deal for the 1985 season. 
"It's a bikes and parts deal, and of 
course I’m still eligible to receive 
money from their contingency pro- 
gram. Things with them have been 
so great, better than they’ ve ever been 
before. I stayed with the same 
mechanic, R.B. Allen, who really did 
a great job for me in part of 784.” 

After a half season of finishes in 
1985 well within the top 10, Eaton 
went to the Buchanan (Michigan) 
National in July and cooked to his 
career-best National finish: second 
overall. “Right after it happened, I 
was thinking about the trip I was 
taking to Europe a few days after and 
really couldn't appreciate it. The 
whole time I was in Europe I was 
thinking, 'I finished second!' It felt so 
good. I can remember back when I 
was 10 years old that I couldn't even 
imagine getting up that high." 

While Eaton has enjoyed a nice 
dose of success, he's still not on easy 
street. “This year, for the first time, 
I've been able to buy my own vehicle, 
a diesel-powered Ford pickup, and 
that gives me a good feeling. But 
while I'm starting to make money, 
there's nowhere near enough to where 
Ican start investing it. The gas money, 
paying a mechanic's salary and other 
on-the-road expenses really takes a 
cut out of anything I make. I need to 
get that one step higher — to the fac- 
tory level." 

While Eaton says he almost never 
gets home to Tacoma, when he does 
you're likely to find him out enjoy- 
ing the great outdoors. “Camping, 
hiking, snow skiing and bicycling 
are the most fun for me, and Wash- 
ington is one of the best places to do 
them. When I get some free time, I 
can relax by going on some pretty 
serious hikes — just short of moun- 
tain climbing. 

"I never got into sports when I was 
in school; I guess I was pretty much a 
loner and what free time I had I put 
into motocross. I still think I can do 
pretty well at most things, and 
wouldn't mind joining an amateur 
baseball team when I get the time.” 

For the immediate future, Eaton 
will be too busy to think about much 
more than motocross. “I’m very 
serious about winning and about 
becoming a National Champion. A 
long time ago, I made up my mind 
that I was going to do everything for 
myself, not for anyone else, and I 
want this very badly. I don't know of 
many people who are serious that 
have fun on race day; I know I don't. 
Race days are too tense to have fun. I 
can have fun after, thinking about 
how the race went. 

"I keep thinking there's only one 
place for me to go — for some 
National wins. I have the confidence 
I need and there's nothing stopping 
me now." 

The echoes we've heard from Eric 
Eaton carry with them a certain 
strength that appears to be getting 
stronger as the months go on. The 
force is with him, and if he handles it 
properly, he may even achieve those 


much sought after. goals, (су ,((,.9

VETLANDA, SWEDEN, AUG. 3 


Shawn Moran, from Lakeside, California, 
took another impressive step towards the 1985 
World Speedway crown when he outrode the 
opposition in Vetlanda, Sweden, to top the 


score in the Intercontinental 
semi-final, the last hurdle before 
the championship final at Odsal 
Stadium, in Bradford, England 
on August 31. 

Moran was superb on a track which 
had been ravaged by heavy rain. Ig- 
noring the treacherous, muddy con- 
ditions, Moran hardly put a wheel 
wrong in his five qualifying races. 
He was beaten only once, when his 
lightning-fast gating was matched by 
top Dane Hans Nielsen in his last 
ride and Moran could not shake him 
off. A slight slip, which was almost 
impossible to avoid on the slippery 
circuit, allowed Nielsen to snatch the 
initiative and he raced through to 
equal the track record of 67.1 set by 
Bruce Penhall on his way to his 
second world title in 1982. 

Losing the race to Nielsen did not 
matter to Moran who was assured of 
top place in the charts after winning 
his first four races in immaculate style. 
He finished two points clear in the 
rankings, with fellow Californian 
Lance King beating Nielsen in a run- 
off for second spot after they had tied 
with 12 points each. 





King was no less determined than 
Moran but could not match Moran’s 
flawless starting technique. He had 
to battle for his points the hard way, 
but he did it with spirit and aggres- 
sion. Unlike Moran who had been 
keeping sharp on the bigger circuits 
in England while riding for Sheffield 
in the British League, King stayed in 
America this year, but he showed he 
has lost none of his potential and 
could be even closer to Moran in the 
final at the end of the month. 


Eleven of the 16 contenders in 
Yetlanda qualified for the final, in- 
cluding the other two American con- 
testants Sam Ermolenko and John 
Cook. Ermolenko started well, beat- 
ing Cook in his opening race, but he 
could not keep up the pace and failed 
to register another win although he 
qualified comfortably with nine 
points from his five heats. Cook, also 
with one win, was one point behind 
Ermolenko in the chart. 


Heavy rain fell overnight and con- 
tinued during the day to turn Vetlanda 
into ''"Wetlanda" and making a quag- 
mire of the 398-yard track. Normally 

i the meeting «would have been post.

poned to another day, but the FIM 
insisted that the show should go on 
because of the build-up in fixtures. 

The rain was still falling heavily 
when the time came for the introduc- 
tory parade, with theriders sheltering 
under umbrellas. British referee Gra- 
ham Brodie delayed the start for 50 
minutes while tons of dry shale were 
poured on to the track in an attempt 
to mop up the mud. Even when the 
riders lined-up for the opening race, 
there was no letting up in the rain, 
but then suddenly the downpour 
stopped. 

It was impossible to repair the 
damage already done to the track, but 
Moran showed it could be ridden 
when he scorched to his first victory 
in the opening heat, just 0.1 seconds 
off Penhall's record time. Three more 
winning rides followed before he was 
eventually headed by Nielsen. At no 
time was the 23-year-old Moran in 
trouble. 

He had the stamp of a champion, 
and made light of the conditions, 
while some of his rivals struggled. He 
will go to Odsal brimming with 
confidence having already won the 
Overseas round there and taking top 
place in the World Paris semi-final 
with partner Bobby Schwartz. 

King could present the strongest 
challenge. Two years younger than 
Moran, his third in the Overseas 
stage and a second in Vetlanda puts 
him that much closer. King had a 
great tussle with Nielsen in the run- 
off, forcing his way to the front and 
then losing his lead before Nielsen 
pulled out on the last lap with ma- 
chine trouble. If he can just match 
Moran'ssharpnessat the tapes it should 
be a cracking final. 

America will share top billing with 
Denmark in the Odsal final, both get- 
ting four riders through the quali- 
fier. Dane Nielsen was impressive al- 
though he finished third to King in 
his first ride and dropped another 
point in his second race, but his 
teammate and current champion Erik 
Gundersen was struggling. 

Nursing a back injury he sustained 
in Germany a week earlier when an 
argument with the safety fence result- 
ed in two chipped vertebrae, Gunder- 
sen managed only one point from his 
first two rides before he got his act 
together. He then produced two fine 
wins to clinch his qualifying place 
although he was last in his final heat. 

Britain had five men in the field at 
Vetlanda but only one survived. The 
biggest shock was the elimination of 
England's number one, Kenny Carter 
who crashed in his second race and 
was rushed to the hospital with an 
injury to his right leg, the leg which 
put him out of the running for the 
title last year when it was broken in 
three places. 

The accident happened when Car- 
ter met up with Moran in the sixth 





can. Carter tried to make up ground 
on the bend, picked up some extra 
grip in the mud and caused a three- 
man file-up with fellow Brits John 
Davis and Andy Smith. They man- 
aged to get to their feet but the 
unlucky Carter was stretchered off 
and rushed to the hospital 18 miles 
from the track. Doctors diagnosed an- 
other fracture and Carter returned to 
England the next day with his leg in 
plaster. But when he visited speed- 
way specialist Carlo Biagi — who 
treated Moran for a broken leg two 
years ago, just before he won the 
world long track title — Carter's fears 
about his speedway career were dis- 
pelled. He was told the leg was not 
broken, the fall had simply aggra- 
vated the old injuries, and he could 
be back in track action before the end 
of the season. 

Smith and Davis, who suffered rib 
injuries, were too shaken to do any 
good and finished down on the chart. 
The only English rider to get through 
was Kelvin Tatum with Cradley Heath 
rider Phil Collins as first reserve. 

Tommy Knudsen and Jan Pedersen 
made up the Danish foursome, with 
Swedish Champion Jan Andersson 
and Finland's Kai Niemi completing 
the qualifiers, Niemi showing a lot of 
courage with his broken right foot in 
plaster. 

The 11 qualifiers will now line up 
with the five from the Continental 
rounds at Odsal. T'wo West Germans, 
Karl Maier and 1983 World Cham- 
pion Egon Muller, Armando Cas- 
tagna of Italy, Zoltan Adorjan (Hun- 
gary) and Russia's Viktor Kuznetsov 
make up the field. .

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CPSC/ATV hearing in New Hampshire 


Statler doesn’t like 
what he hears

CONCORD, NH, JULY 25 





Commissioner Stuart M. Statler of the Con- 
sumer Public Safety Commission (CPSC) 
angrily stormed off the stage before the third 
in a series of five public hearings on All 


Terrain Vehicles (ATV), held 
in the House Chamber of the 
New Hampshire State House 
was over. Statler angrily un- 
leashed a verbal barrage at the final 
panel of witnesses and those parties 
in the chamber at the start of the final 
questioning session by Statler and 
CPSC Chairman Terrence M. Scanlon. 

With the testimony of the final 
nine witnesses finished, Scanlon 
asked Statler to open the question- 
ing. Statler declined and then launched 
into a scathing denunciation of those 
who saw that a lack of rider educa- 
tion and not the vehicles themselves 
was an overriding factor in the rising 
rate of ATV-related deaths and 
injuries. 

“T’m disappointed in what I hear,” 
said Statler. “We appear to have a 
failure to communicate. We wouldn't 
be here if there wasn’t a problem." 
Statler then went through bits of tes- 
timony by the nine which keyed on 
the people-factor relating to accidents. 
“You're saying let us take care of the 
problems, let us educate, let us train, 
don't get in our hair. I've got to leave 
here today with the feeling that if this 
is the best that is going to come out of 
the people closest to the customers 
then we're in deep trouble because 
this upsurge is going to continue.” 

Statler continued his statement by 
saying, "This meeting has helped 
open my eyes that unless the manu- 
facturers and/or the government takes 
action in this area, what is being 
recommended doesn't go nearly far 
enough. I don't see the attitude there 
or the recognition there with the 
manufacturers that this has to be 
done and has to be done by exploring 
all possible means rather than simply 
blaming the user every time a vehicle 
tips over." 


Once finished, Statler told Scanlon 
he had nothing further to say. He 
packed his briefcase and stalked off 
the stage and out of the room. 

Later, while Scanlon was asking 
questions of the panel, he remarked, 
"I'm not quite on the same wave- 
length as my colleague." 

The hearings opened with state- 
ments from both Scanlon and Statler. 
Vice-Chairman Carol G. Dawson and 


Commissioner Saundra Brown Arm-: 


strong did not attend. Additionally, 
New Hampshire Governor John H. 
Sununu promised to make available 
information and statistics required 
by the CPSC in their investigation. 
In his opening statement, Scanlon 
reiterated what he has said in earlier 
CPSC/ATV hearings, that the CPSC 
has “not reached any conclusions to 
what is causing all these accidents or 
what might be done to prevent them.” 
Scanlon then drew on available sta- 
tistics to note that at least 15 deaths of 
the 233 reported since 1982 related in 
one way or another to the use of 
ATVs reportedly have occurred in 
New England. 
*’“Unquestionably, the rapid growth 





of ATV sales accounts for some of 
this increase in injuries and deaths; 
nearly three-quarters of a million 
ATVs are expected to be sold this 
year. There is more to it than that,” 
continued Scanlon, “ап alarming 
percentage of the injuries and deaths 
have involved children — some as 
young as two. years old. According to 
our latest figures, 23.2 percent of 
those killed were children under 12 
and 49.8 percent were under 16.” 


Scanlon continued, saying, “If the 
results (of the CPSC investigation) 
indicate additional follow-up action 
is necessary, then we will act promptly 
and vigorously. But, that doesn’t 
necessarily mean we will resort to 
mandatory regulations of some sort. 
It may well turn out that such things 
as warning labels, more rider training, 
additional public education and/or 
greater emphasis on safety equipment, 
all of which could be undertaken 
voluntarily in cooperation with 
manufacturers and ATV users, will 
be sufficient to get the job done. By 
this fall, we should have a better idea 
and by the fall of 1986 we should have 
most all of the data we need to reach 
definite conclusions." 

Scanlon concluded by saying he was 
pleased to note the ATV industry has 
committed itself to developing a 
voluntary standard for ATVs which 
will include age labeling and training. 

Statler’s opening remarks showed 
no softening on his position as a ded- 
icated opponent of ATVs. He recited 
estimates on injuries and fatalities 
and, at one point, sensationalized the 
figures by referring to them as a 
“body count.” 

"What really troubles me is that 
most of the ATV industry still pre- 
tends that the vehicle is not even a 
part of the problem and that it bears 
no responsibility for the daily toll of 
injuries and deaths. The industry 
continues to blame the users them- 
selves in all or almost every instance 
of tragedy, even while the body count 
of unsuspecting kids and others sky- 
rockets. This is indefensible.” 

Earlier in his statement Statler 
emphasized that “араг: from any 
possible misuse or abuse, there are 
disturbing indications that the very 
design of these vehicles may well 
render them inherently unstable and 
unreasonably dangerous — and so 
many users are wholly unaware of 
this." Statler continued by saying, 
"Because the vehicle looks stable, 
buyers assume it is. And because of 
past marketing and advertising ex- 
plicitly directed at kids, parents buy 
them for their youngsters thinking 
they are safe." 

Time and again, Statler, in his best 
Harvard Law School style, came back 
to what he had said to make a point 
from his position. Additionally, he 
was fond of asking as many questions 
as possible dealing with his stated 
opinion that “їп order to operate the 
vehicle properly, a rider must induce 
instability;" and'that “to turn a 3- 








wheeler at customary speeds, a rider 
‘overweights’ one of the rear wheels 
and often causes it to break traction 
with the ground." 

The hearing consisted of seven 
panels of witnesses who were each 
allowed a five-minute presentation 
—with a red light to tell them their 
time was up. Questions by Scanlon 
and Statler followed the completion 
of statements by each panel. 

The 10:00 a.m. start of the hearings 
gave the television, radio and news- 
paper reporters on hand little time 
before their deadlines. The starting 
time of the hearings had been var- 
iously communicated at 8:30, 9:00 
and 10:00 a.m. 

The opening witness on the first 
panel, Howard C. Dickinson Jr., Vice 
Chairman of the New. Hampshire 
Resources, Recreation and Develop- 
ment Commission, called for a “goal 
of similiar legislation on ATV and 
off-highway recreational vehicle 
(OHRV) use in all states throughout 
New England." 

The most outspoken witness of the 
entire proceedings was Representa- 
tive Geraldine Bangs of Derry, New 
Hampshire, who focused her testim- 
ony on a call for “а home of their own 
for ATVs. We can't afford damage to 
the terrain and wildlife as well as 
policing riders. ATVs are monsters 
on our recreation trails," concluded 
Bangs. 

Andrea Falzarano, representing 
legislators from New York State, gave 
testimony about an ATV/ORV bill 
awaiting the signature of the state’s 
governor which would parallel the 
state’s existing snowmobile laws. 
Falzarno noted there was no provision 
for the use of state funds from registra- 
tions for trail development included 
in the bill because inclusion might 
lead to defeat of the legislation. The 
bill also bans the use by those under 
16 unless under supervision.by a par- 
ent. 

Mary H. Heslin, Commissioner of 
the Connecticut Department of Con- 
sumer Protection, said, “Connecticut 
has seen a rise in the use and owner- 
ship of ATVs. We would like to see a 
multi-faceted approach to the prob- 
lems arising at both a state and fed- 
eral level. We would like to see labels 
stating that ATVs are not toys, but 
vehicles. We have safety instructions 
on golf carts, why not ATVs?" 

Statler, in the question session, 
said, "It is gratifying to hear your 
concerns parallel ours at CPSC," and 
then went on to ask if those on the 
panel felt there should be an age limit 
for operation of ATVs. His question 
about a need for the CPSC to man- 
date engineering changes of ATVs 
for safety drew no response, but he 
accepted this as a vote in favor. 

Doctor Norman Yenkofsky, the 
president of the New Hampshire 
chapter of the American College of 
Emergency Physicians, testified as 
the first member of panel two. The 
four members carried an anti-ATV 
message. Yenkofsky noted 50% of the 
accidents reported by his colleagues 
involve riders under age 14, that 
alcohol use is a problem, and that 
lack of helmet use was reported in all 
New Hampshire off-road vehicle 
deaths. "I opt for mandatory pur- 
chase of a helmet with an ATV,” said 
Yenkofsky. 

Julie Cross, of Danvers, Massachu- 
setts, gave testimony about her hus- 
band's death after his “АТУ took a 
sudden right-hand turn while he was 
riding on a dirt road and hit a tree.” 
She noted he was wearing riding gear 
and had ridden dirt bikes for eight 
years. Under questioning, she admit- 
ted having no explanation for the 
accident and that she had not had the 
АТУ checked over. 

Danbury, New Hampshire, resident 
Sylvia Hill, whose 15-year-old son 








sustained a spinal cord injury when 
his ATV rolled over backwards on an 
incline, said, “the area of safety lies 
with the manafacturers. I want you to 
consider removal of ATVs from the 
market until they are safe." When 
questioned, Mrs. Hill said the family 
still has the ATV and that their 
younger son sometimes rides it. 

Sirkka Waller, of New Hampshire's 
injury prevention center and child 
passenger safety program, felt “ATVs 
should be recognized as a serious 
health hazard. Standards should be 
set on age, rider education, what rid- 
ing gear should be worn and parents' 
responsibility. The parents need to 
be educated to the inherent danger." 

The third panel was made up of six 
persons. Aside from a police officer 
and an ORV instructor, who showed 
slides dealing with an accident result- 
ing in the death of one individual, 
the testimony was completely posi- 
tive and not, apparently, what Statler 
wanted to hear as evidenced by his 
later questioning. 

Perhaps the most effective witness 
was David A. Hewitt, the off-road 
vehicles coordinator for the New 
Hampshire Department of Fish and 
Game. 

“T feel nearly all ATV accidents are 
caused by irresponsible, illegal or no- 
common-sense use of ATVs,” said 
Hewitt. He went on to recommend 
the use of a headlight on at all times, 
a working tail light, and some form 
of kill-switch, as well as a chart in 
dealerships which recommends sizes 
for users and a label on the machine 
to tell the user what the top speed of 
the machine is. 

“ATV manufacturers must follow 
what the snowmobile industry has 
done and set up a national ATV con- 
ference to improve communication 
and provide a forum for both manu- 
facturers and users,” said Hewitt. 
“Control also needs to be exercised 
on dealers who are more interested in 
a sale than the safety of the buyer." 

Hewitt went on to note that New 
Hampshire has 500 certified off-road 
vehicle safety instructors who have 
passed tougher certification tests than 
what is required by the Specialty 
Vehicle Institute of America (SVIA). 

Statler found Hewitt a match for 
his questioning, but did elicit from 
police officer Brian Coner that a 
speed over 20 mph is unsafe by using 
Coner's statement that he felt officers 
using ATVs didn't need to go faster 
than 20. 

'The SVIA and the ATV industry 
was represented on panel four with 
SVIA's president Alan R. Isley pres- 
enting a two-minute portion of a 
longer slide presentation on the key 
elements of the industry's approach 
to ATV safety. Isley went on to dia- 
gram the projected figures of gradu- 
ates from the certified instructor 
training programs. 

Roger Weston, of Arai Helmet Ltd., 
and Roger Hagie of Kawasaki, as 
well as Wesley McCoy, Honda's ATC 
racing team manager also testified. 
McCoy's statement was in response 
to testimony in the June 17 hearing 
in Dallas, Texas, by Ronald Mont- 
renec of Ram Industries about Ram's 
approach of Honda (and Kawasaki) 
to test their steering damper on their 
race bikes. 

McCoy addressed his testimony to 
the previous testimony by Montrenec. 
“The reason we do not endorse 
aftermarket products is because 
recreational and play riders tend to 
believe if Team Honda uses a pro- 
duct then it must be good for them. In 
most circumstances, the racing team 
uses the product in completely differ- 
ent applications than the general 
customer.” 

McCoy detailed what individual 
members of the team had found in | 
testing. He concluded his statement 











- 


by saying, “It is the personal opinion 
of myself, the riders, and the mechan- 
ics that this product was originally 
designed and manufactured for use 
on automobiles and adapted for use 
on three wheelers. We feel the pro- 
duct is of poor quality and has little 
consistency. By that we mean it doesn't 
last, it is not rebuildable, and it 
appears to have a short lifespan.” 

The question session was a long 
one for the panel with Isley telling 
Scanlon that all four (Japanese) 
manufacturers will adopt age label- 
ing for the 1986 model year although 
he did not have specific wording to be 
used by each. Additionally, the four 
would drop, voluntarily, all advertis- 
ing aimed directly at the young rider. 

Statler's questioning focused on 
instability as an inherent problem of 
ATVs. Statler tried badgering to get 
the answer he wanted. When that 
didn't work, he went on the soft sell 
approach, but finally settled with 
what he got and went on to other 
questions. “I’m trying to be realistic 
said Statler at one point, '*we've got 
to do more about protecting the buy- 
ing public.” 

Isley replied, “We need to correct 
the impression that three-wheelers 
are safe just because they look so.” 

Statler, who earlier in the question 
session brought out the fact he had 
recently attended a six-hour SVIA 
ATV riding school, said, “I came 
away with the feeling that you are a 
fool if you don't take a course in rid- 
ing." However, Statler did not retreat 
from his publicized position on ATVs. 

Of the remaining witnesses, the 
majority came from dealerships, ATV 
clubs and associations as well as a few 
individual riders who wanted their 
views on the record. 

Ed Pratt, president of the Southern 
New England ATV Association, a 637- 
member organization, read a prepared 
statement which highlighted the 
club's safety record, its activities and 
included a profile of the members. It 
also detailed the club's emphasis on 
rider training. 

In concluding, Pratt said, “We, the 
Southern New England АТУ Asso- 
ciation, would like to say that educa- 
tion is the answer and not banning. 
We will never consent to a recall or 
ban on ATVs." 


Pratt's testimony, his standing up 
to Statler's questioning and asking a 
question of his own, plus testimony 
by the final witnesses apparently was 
more than Statler wanted to hear. 

Statler's final statement caught the 
last panel — still seated and waiting 
for questions — by surprise in its tak- 
ing to task their, and others', testi- 
mony. Statler's final act of packing 
up and walking out showed he still 
isn't ready to listen to anyone unless 
they share his viewpoint. ө 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission is still 
conducting public hearings on 
ATV safety; concerned dealers 
should attend and present their 
views on the topic. The next 
hearing is scheduled for Sep- 
tember 3, in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, followed by a hearing 
in Los Angeles, California on 
October 17. To testify at either

Manley wins at 


Riverside

Pro motocrosser Brian Manley powered his 
Dallas Baker-prepped CR250 Honda to the 
overall win at the 13th Annual SCORE Off- 
Road World Championship at Riverside In- 


ternational Raceway, sponsored 
by Turbo-Wash. Manley started 
in the second wave in each of the 
two motos but quickly worked 


his way into the overall lead and 
dominated the competition. Off-road 
and ISDE rider Larry Roeseler rode a 
new single-shock Husky four-stroke 
to the Class 22 (Open) win when first- 
moto winner Mike Baker dropped 
out of the second moto with a seized 
engine on his 490 Yamaha. Rick 
Maki rode a Cycle World CR125 
Honda to the Class 20 (125cc) victory 
and Randy Rodriguez powered his 
ATK thumper to the Class 30 (riders 
over 30 years) win, blowing off most 





of the other classes in the process. 
The first moto had Mike Baker 
into an early 50-yard lead ahead of 
Michael McGowen (Hon), Randy 
Morales (Hon) and Class 30 rider 
Mike Sixbery (Yam). The second 
wave had Manley leading quickly, 
running down the Open bikes in the 
first wave. The third wave (Class 20) 
started with Rob Gordon (Kaw) as- 
suming the early lead with Rick 
Maki and last year's Class 20 winner, 
Duane Summers, in third. Maki and 
Gordon put on a lead-swapping duel 
until Maki decided to let Gordon 
lead. “Не was riding a bit out of con- 
trol and I just figured it was a matter 
of time before he crashed," reported 
Maki. Sure enough, on lap 10, Gor-

don went down and Maki took over 
the Class 20 lead. 

Summers figured he had the chance 
to take the lead and started to pres- 
sure Maki before unloading really 
hard on the last lap. He tried to get up 
but was taken to the hospital with a 
broken back. Luckily there was no 
nerve damage but he will be out of 
action for a few months. 

Meanwhile, Manley moved his 250 
Honda into the overall lead with 
Mike Baker cruising along at second 
overall, first Open. On the last lap, 
Manley started looking down at his 
rear wheel and slowing. The pace on 
the 1.5-mile course broke several 
spokes in the rear wheel but the 
wheel held together until the finish. 

Class 30 rider Randy Rodriguez 
put on a charge to the front on his 
ATK four-stroke, passing Barstow-to- 
Vegas winner (and ATK teammate) 
Chris Crandall and eventual Class 22 
winner Roeseler, prompting cries of 
"Who was that guy?” 

At the end of the moto, Manley had 
the overall and Class 21 win, fol- 
lowed in class by Lee Ramage (Yam), 
Scott Johnson (Hon) and desert racer 
Eric Hallgath (Hus).

Manley was soon in 
the overall lead position with Baker 
letting him go as he was in a different 
class. But Baker's luck ran out when 
the big Yamaha locked up solid, put- 
ting him out. 

Larry Roeseler inherited the lead, 
much to the delight of the Husky 
fans. Randy Morales knew that, with 
Baker out, he could win his class by 
passing Roeseler but just couldn't get 
around him. "Larry was just riding 
too good," said Morales later. “Не 
was riding on the ragged edge. I 
could get him in the rough stuff but 
he was just so much better in the tight 
hairpin that he got me there two 
seconds a lap which was too much to 
overcome." Roeseler's bike even had 
his ISDE lighting on which made it 
easy to see.

Malherbe, Thorpe split 
wins in Luxembourg

KOHLENBERG, LUXEMBOURG, AUG. 11 

Honda’s very own double act spent Sunday 
afternoon performing their familiar 1-2 rou- 
tine in the Luxembourg GP, and while it 
was reigning World Champion Andre Mal- 


herbe’s turn to win the battle, 
his third successive sharing of 
the spoils with David Thorpe 
means that with only the Swiss 
GP at Wohlen remaining, English- 
man Thorpe is definitely winning 
the war as he maintains his 15-point 
advantage over Belgian Malherbe. 


Yes, it was once again 37 points 
apiece for the “dynamic duo," whose 
pace leaves the opposition gasping 
and whose titanic battle in the open- 
ing moto rivaled even those in Sweden 
and England earlier this summer. 

Let Thorpe, the winner of the first 
moto, sum it up: “I don't think I've 
ever enjoyed a race so much in all my 





life. We must have passed each other 
95 or 30 times and before the start 
people thought that overtaking would 
be really difficult around here. Neither 
of us were off the gas from start to 
finish. Winning was the icing on the 
cake.” 

Prospects of a similar duel in moto 
two ended after 15 minutes when 
Thorpe fell while trying to go inside 
of Malherbe. “I went fora gap and he 
shut the door," said Thorpe. “That's 
life. If I was in Andre’s position I 
would've had to do the same." 

For the second week in a row, 
American Danny Chandler mounted 
the rostrum as the third man overall 
but was man enough to admit he 
“just can't live with those guys. They 
are too fast for any of us." Despite his 
disastrous mid-season spell, Magoo 
looks to be heading for sixth in the 
final points table. 

Meanwhile, Chandler's KTM 
teammate Kurt Nicoll goes to Sweden 
just 16 points away from champion- 
ship-third Georges Jobe and 15 points 
behind fourth-place Erik Geboers, 
both of whom must be breathing a 
sigh of relief that they have a week- 
end free of GP commitments to over- 
come the injury problems which made 
them non-starters in Luxembourg. 
Nicoll snatched up 24 points for 
fourth overall, while fellow English- 
man Dave Watson rounded out the 
top five. _ 7 

Malherbe shot to the front of the 
first moto with Thorpe and Watson 
in pursuit. Thorpe took over for the 
first time on lap two and the battle 
was eventually settled when the Bel- 
gian slipped off halfway around the 
final lap when in Thorpe’s wheel 
tracks. 

Swede Leif Persson slipped past 
Watson on the second lap and spent 
most of the race just out of reach of a 
hungry pack comprised of Watson 
Chandler and Nicoll. 

Chandler had completed the first 
lap in seventh but was riding master- 
fully and took an inside line through 
a sharp turn to pass Persson with 
four laps left to go. Within a half lap, 


however, Magoo himself fell, but 
charged back to fourth in an in- 
cident-packed final lap as Watson 
struck a post and went wide, only to 
regain the place when Magoo made a 
slip. 

In the end, Watson was sixth when 
neither man backed off three corners 
from the finish and Watson ended up 
in the fence. Persson came in for third 
behind winner Thorpe and Malherbe, 
while Chandler was fourth ahead of 
Nicoll. 

It wasn't long before the same 
names were at the front again in the 
second moto, with the substitution of 
Swede Hakan Carlqvist for Yamaha 
teammate Persson. Carla had gated 
fourth in moto one only to have a 
flying stone damage his front brake 
line, while Persson was down in the 
first turn of moto two after a rival 
clipped his rear wheel.

Malherbe had again gated superb- 
ly but drifted wide with Watson as 
Thorpe and Chandler raced to the 
front. The American did well to hold 
onto Malherbe for four laps but 
regained second again when Thorpe 
fell.

Kinigadner 
beats Vimond 
for title in 
Germany

GOLDBACH, WEST GERMANY, 
AUG. 11 

KTM's Heinz Kinigadner, that 
big, bold and underrated Aus- 
trian, finally quenched the 
French flag-waving fever which 
had engulfed Goldbach and retained 
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American Danny Chandler (51) chases David Thorpe. Thorpe maintains a 
15-point lead over Malherbe going into the final 5OOcc round at Switzerland. 





his 250cc World Championship 
against all odds. 

Frenchman Jacky Vimond, riding 
the Sonauto Yamaha, entered the 
final round at Goldbach 12 points 
clear of KTM's defending champion 
— surely an advantage. Both men 
looked deceptively calm and relaxed 
before the first moto, but while a 
blazing sun finally blessed a 250cc 
GP, the French favorite failed to 
shine. A desperate first moto start 
arounda rapid, sweeping track which 
almost denied passing meant Jacky 
had it all to do. Kinigadner gated in 
seventh spot, but a mud-plastered 
Vimond lay buried in 22nd place on a 
dangerously-watered circuit. 

While Kinigadner powered through 
to a safe and satisfying second place 
behind Dutchman Gert-Jan van 
Doorn after 20 minutes, Vimond had 
struggled to reach 14th spot. That 
12-point advantage suddenly looked 
as fragile as the Frenchman's pro- 
gress. 

After 10 more minutes, Vimond 
was still just one place higher, at the 
wrong end of a high-speed convoy 
headed by Belgian Marc Velkeneers. 
And for the next 15 minutes, Vimond 
could find no way past Jacky West- 
dorp's prototype 1986 Honda. Then, 
with two laps to go, Belgian West- 
dorp crashed, leaving Vimond tan- 
talizingly short of the wildly-cheered 
German duo of Roland Dieplod and 
Alois Niedermayer. Kinigadner, 
looking confident, led the title chase 
for the first time all year — by only 
one point — after finishing second 
behind van Doorn. Vimond could 
only muster a 12th place finish. 

Dane Soren Mortensen followed 
Kinigadner through to record his 
best finish of the season. Mortensen 
usually comes a long way from a 
lousy start. "It's completely different 
at the front," he said. "Everything 
feels so much, well, not easier, but 
more comfortable." 

The track was contrastingly baked 
hard, slick and dusty as the field lined 
up for moto two. Brit Kevin Froud 
was determined to make the holeshot 
(as he had done in moto two), and 
Vimond could have done with think- 
ing likewise. 

An eager Froud burst up the inside, 
forgot the first turn and took virtu- 
ally the entire pack off the track. 
Swede Anders Eriksson, Diepold, 
Jorgen Nilsson and Kinigadner took 
advantage of the barn door Fround 
had opened while a pile-up on the 
next exit to the long first bend wrecked 
the hopes of van Doorn, Mortensen, 
Frenchmen Yannig Kervella and 
Patrick Fura, and Velkeneers. 





Froud lay eighth, Michele Rinaldi 
12th and Vimond unlucky 13th after 
the pack sorted itself out. 

The front four broke clear in an 
exciting battle which Diepold, to 
roars of German approval, finally 
won. But while Rinaldi found the 
incentive to burst through and pres- 
sure Kinigadner, Vimond, looking 
increasingly ragged after an initial 
surge, gradually lost ground and 
heart. 

After a half hour, Kinigadner, 
looking secure, began to relax and 
Rinaldi exploded through to second 
place. Froud meantime hung in 
bravely behind Maurizio Dolce and 
Jacky Westdorp, with American 
Donnie Cantaloupi, Andy Nicholls 
and Leif Niklasson further back. 
Cantaloupi later crashed and Nicholls 
fell twice before pulling out. 

Froud, finding a second wind, 
pushed past Dolce and hounded 
Westdorp until a last-lap slip cost 
him 12th. “I didn't think I was tired 
until I tried to pick the bike up,” said 
Froud. 

Up front, the promising Diepold 
received great welcome on his 
maiden GP moto victory. The finish- 
ing straight, however, had suddenly 
swollen with delerious Austrian fans, 
most waving banners and bottles of 
beer. 

With the first five — Diepold, 
Rinaldi, Peter Johansson, Drechsel 
and Eriksson — safely home, there 
followed a hushed, expectant pause 
before Kinigadner — all six feet of 
him — appeared over the horizon, 
arms aloft, to a deafening reception. 
Heinz simply rode into the crowd. 

They hauled him off the KTM and 
both man and machine were sub- 
merged beneath an amazing, heaving 
mass of bodies and banners. 

Eventually, they dug their cham- 
pion out and hoisted him shoulder 
high. Unnoticed, Vimond threaded 
his way quietly around the mass of 
excitement. For him, and for France, 
their day of glory must wait as least 
another year. е

The 750cc Production saw another 
outing for Crevier. This was his only 
four-stroke ride and he admitted that 
he does not have the differences dialed 
in. “It’s a lot different,” he said. Still 
third’s not bad and I’m keeping the 
top two in sight.” 

It was Gary Goodfellow and Daryl 
Cornwell out front in the 750cc Pro- 
duction class. Cornwell couldn’t quite 
get by, but Goodfellow couldn’t get 
away either. Goodfellow commented 
after the race, "He's making me ride 
as hard as I can, I've got nothing in 
reserve.” 

Goodfellow actually finished the 
Superbike race behind Tom Walther, 
a first for both of them.

Rihela for the overall win.

BELLINGHAM, WA, AUG. 3 
AMA Expert Kirk Strong (Seat- 
tle Hon) cleaned house at Han- 
negan Speedway, winning the 
Open and 250cc Expert money 
races on a pair of Hondas and giving 
him the points lead in both classes 
with three races remaining. The night 
was also Harley-Davidson night — 
one dollar off admission if you rode a 
Harley and an extra hundred dollars 
fora 750cctwin to top the Open main 
event. 


Young Danny Stanley (Steve Baker 
Kaw) continues to stormtroop the 80 
and 125cc classes and tonight was no 
exception as Stanley breezed to a win 
in the 80cc class and came back to 
trounce the 125cc A main over Kathy 
Hubble (Suz). Both Stanley and Hub- 
ble were hack on 195$ for the 250cc В 
main event and ran amidst the 250s of 
Todd Derringer and Steve McCauley. 
Derringer pushed into second ahead 
of Hubble but behind Stanley, who 
took the checkers in fine style for his 
third win of the evening. Hubble, 
McCauley and William Welch (Suz) 
were third through fifth. 

Bill Fogg put his Yamaha YZ490 
into the lead in the Open B main 
while being pushed by Oregon’s Rex 
Fisher (Rtx). Fisher nabbed a second 
in the main behind Fogg while third 
went to former dirt track Pro Butch 
Harwood (Tri 750). Novice John 
Engelecke (Hon 500) and Jim Darby 
(Yam 750) rounded out the top five at 
the flag. In the Over 30 main it was 
Fogg leading only to be ousted by a 
three-way swapfest led by Dan Stan- 
ley Sr. (Yam 500), trophy dash winner 
in the three lap class runoff. Stanley 
was on the move and held off Mike 
Budschadt (Tri 750) and Expert Squire 
Tomasie (Hon 600). 

Strong was too quick and missed 
the green light by a fraction of a 
second which put him on row three 
for the staging of the 250cc Expert 
main event. Strong was furious and 
had a lengthy discussion with the 
track referee which didn’t help, then 
followed an opening lap shuffle be- 
tween AMA Juniors Randy Roose 
(BBRP/Yam NW/Yam), Steve Pruc- 
zinski (Yam) and A.J. Eschwig (Hon). 
Strong sailed past the trio to take the 
lead and hold it for the duration of 
the 12-lap money main event. Roose, 
Eschwig, Pruczinski and Terry Kertis 

(Yam) followed by none could make 
a move on the tricky Expert. 

A re-start slowed things down in 
the Open Experts staging for the 12- 
lap main event, but once underway, 
Roose (H-D 560), Expert Chris Fitz- 
hugh (Hon 600) and Strong (Hon 
600) led the first lap shuffle for posi- 
tion on the quarter-mile oval. The 
main paid an extra $100 to win on a 
750, but both big bore twins were 
well back in the pack and were never 
a factor. Rookie Expert Brian Mc- 
Gonigal (Rtx 560) and Junior Rick 
Albee (H-D 560) headed up fellow 
AMA Pros Ryan Fisher (Rtx 560), 
Mike Sullivan (Hon), and Donald 
Wilson (C-A 500). Albee made the 
main via a win in the semi and found 
the going rough and stated, “It was 
justone of those nights when I should 
have stayed home." By the halfway 
point, strong had a good-sized lead 
over Roose while McGonigal and 
Wilson battled for third. Wilson rode 
incredibly, picking off riders like 
flies and nabbed McGonigal to take 
third behind winner Strong and up- 
and-coming Roose. McGonigal, Fitzhugh, 
Sullivan, Fisher and Albee rounded 
out the top eight positions.

Garcia followed 
Kuntz until the third lap when he slid 
down in a left sweeper, put himself 
out of contention, and let Neuman 
and Danny Barnett (Hon) go by to 
finish second. and'third. Kuntz crossed 





the finish line with no other riders in 
sight and easily won the overall. 
Neuman took second overall with a 
4-2 and Barnett was third with 5-3. 

Forty-one 125cc Beginners came to 
give the spectators some excitement 
and as usual the spectators were not 
disappointed. Kawasaki-mounted 
Marc Laidler was out in front for most 
of the first moto until a stalled 
machine let David Dye (Hon) get by 
and take the win. The remaining lap 
was a very closerace for second among 
three riders that continued right down 
to the flag.
